THE arrival in this country of Dr. MAx NorDAU cannot be 
allowed to pass without ‘a word of very hearty welcome. The 
great littérateur and protagonist of his people brings with hima 
note of independence and robustness, and a breath of realism 
which are immensely refreshing in Jewish affairs just now. But 
we rejoice at his coming, also, for personal reasons. We are 
glad that the long exile imposed upon him by the fantastic 
complex of recent events is ended, and it is a happy moment which 
re-unites him with the host of friends in this country who have 
learned to admire Norpavu the publicist, and to love Norpavu the 
man. We hope that his visit will be as pleasant to him, as it cannot 
but be fruitful of blessing to the Jewish cause he champions so well. 
The notable article which he contributes to our columns this week 
shows that his hand has not lost its skill nor his style anything of its 
trenchant vigour. 


The Prospects of Zionism. .” 

THe presence of Dr. NorpDAv in this country at this moment 
has a timeliness and a significance for the Zionist Movement 
which must be patent to all. His stimulating counsel and unflinch- 
ing courage will, it is to be hoped, strengthen the hands of the 
movement at this very critical hour, and help it to obtain a practical 
result, such as we have been urging ever since the issue of the 
BALFouR Declaration, and especially since the Armistice—one 
that will be worthy of all the efforts that have been expended upon it, 
and all the dreams that have been dreamed about it—worthy, indeed, 
of the Jewish people itself. But the general body of the community 
as a whole has its part to play just now. It must supply the 
wherewithal for Zionist qperations in Palestine. Those operations 
are of a highly practical and valuable kind, embracing education, 
agriculture, sanitation, industry and other purposes, and large sums 
are inevitably devoted to them. Enthusiasm and votes of confidence 
go a long way in forwarding a programme; but so sensible a people 
as Jews do not need to be reminded that practical aid is indispensable. 
The Palestine Restoration Fund is appealing for funds, and we call 
to British Jewry to help. For it was to British Jewry, through 
Lorp ROTHSCHILD, that the liberating “ Declaration’ was in the 
first instance addressed. British Jews must show themselves 
worthy of being the messengers of Jewish freedom, the banner- 
bearers of the New Israel that is soon to be. 


Starving Véenna. 

WE would direct the urgent attention of our readers to the 
influential appeal on behalf of the people of Austria—and more 
particularly of starving Vienna—which has been addressed to us 
this week, a8 well as to the appeal which is made to save, in parti- 
Gaisy, the children of the destitute European countries, These 
uppeals speak for themselves. They are a heart-rending plea which 
no fellow human being can reconcile if with his conscience to 


‘pass Sy and ignore, A whole country is hungry, and a 


great city, containing, let us not forget, two hundred thousand 
Jewish souls, is ready to perish from sheer lack of the essentials of 
life. The people of this country dare not delay an instant in sending 


succour, and we rely upon our compassionate Community to he 
whole-heartedly. A good example is being set by Mr. LIONEL DE 
RorascuiLp, who is one of the signatories of the appeal. Will our 
readers please send their subscriptions without delay to the Right 
Hon. F. Hutu Jackson, at 12, Tokenhouse Yard, E.C. 2. 


Rumania and the Jews. 

Mr. LUCIEN WoLF made two statements at the meetings of the 
Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association respectively, 
last Sunday, on the question of Jewish rights abroad. Both were 
eminently re-assuring, in view of the reports which have been 
prevalent. The Peace Treaties, he categorically asserted, give Jews 
all they asked for, and in spite of the modifications introduced at 
the last moment into the Treaty of Rumania, the chief aims for which 
the Jews had striven during the last forty years had been 
obtained. “So faras it could be solved on paper, the Treaty pro- 
vided a complete solution of the Jewish question in Rumania.” This, 
assuredly, is all that could have been done, apart from the now 
sadly imperilled League of Nations. We can only conclude that the 
publication of the Treaty will show that Mr. WouF rightly appraises 
its efficacy. It is to be hoped that Rumania will now do her best 
to earn the regard of the West, which assuredly has but the 
kindliest of feelings towards her, and to further her own interests, 
by according true equality to all her citizens. 


The Home Office and Aliens. 

THE reply of the Home Secretary to the deputation from the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee of the Board of Deputies which 
waited on him in regard to the Aliens Bill, was thoroughly un- 
satisfactory, Mr. SHortt had no concessions to make. There could 
be no tribunals for the protection of immigrants or aliens threatened 
with deportation. There could be no question of asylum, the 
“absolute right of a foreigner to come here without question had 
gone.’ As regards Russians who left this country to join the Russian 
Army, any man would be admitted in regard to whom he was satis- 
fied that he had done his best to go and do his duty in Russia. Men 
who were unable to shew that they had not left this country merely 
for the purpose of shirking their duty . . ."’ would not be allowed to 
return—no matter, apparently, how desperate the plight of their 
dependents. This appears to be quite satisfactory to Sir PxHiLip 
MAGNws, judging from his remarks at the meeting of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. That, we suppose, is because only “ foreign ” 
Jews, as the worthy Baronet calls them, are involved: Would 
he, we wonder, be so complacent if the case were that of British Jews? 
How, we should like to know. is the miserable alien 
to prove a negative? How is he to convince a Home Office official 
that he did not leave the United Kingdom in order to evade military 
service? He cannot do it by pointing to his record with the 
Russian forces, because when. after a prolonged period of bungling 
and indecision, the Government at last formulated some policy on 
the question, he arrived too late in Russia to find any army 
to join—uniess it was that of the Bolshevists. As a matter 
of fact, many refused to bear Bolshevik arms, and escaped— 
only to be interned in Holland. What is to become of these men if 
they endeavour to re-join their starving families? How are they to 
convince the Home Office that they acted in good faith? “The only 
hope for persons saddled with the iniquity of foreign birth lies, 
apparently, in the kindly impulses of the Home Secretary of the 
day. For to that, in Mr. SHORTT’S reply, it always comes back— 
toujours la bureaucratic! The times are not yet normal. 
Methods must be retained of dealing with foreigners who might 
prove themselves dangerous, and who might yet manage to keep 
within the letter of the law. 


Iniquitous Humiliation. 

AND how much of hope there is for these poor people can be 
gathered from the wholly disingenuous answer which Major BAirp 
on behalf of the Home Office, gave to Mr. SWAN on the subject in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday last. The whole of his answer was 
based upon a mere quibble, differentiating between the men 
who went out to serve with the Russian Army and those 
who actually fought against the Germans—a verbal subterfuge 
which a fourth-class attorney would have disdained to employ. 
What sort of new departure is this that is being intro- 
duced, we wonder, under which a person may not be a law- 
breaker, yet still be “dangerous?” With the old principle of 
asylum has now vanished, it seems, the old British principle that a 
man is innocent until he ta,proyed guilty. Under the new and out- 
rageous dispensation, a man may be innocent and guilty at the 
same time, and it rests with a Home Office official to consign him to 
his fate. We can only say, what we have said a score of times, that 
the whole business is a sink of iniquitous humiliation from begin- 
ning to end. We presume that there will come a day when “the 
times will be normal. But we shall be greatly surprised if it wil 
ever arrive, in the opinion of the only persons who count—the meu 
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who are at the back of this wretched legislation, and who drove 
their bargain with the Government—on a memorable 
occasion, in Downing Street. It is these choice specimens of British 
manhood who rule to-day. They pull the strings of the Government 
which dances to their tune, in fear of otherwise losing office. 


Alien Heresies. 

CAPTAIN WepGwoop Benn, who recently gave such an illumin- 
ating speech on the Aliens Bill in the House of Commons, con- 
tributes a most admirable article, along the same lines, to the 
Contemporary Review of this month. In it he again holds up this 
kind of legislation fo ridicule by showing how it would have operated in 
the past against some of the most renowned men in history, and have 
proved disastrous to the commercial, artistic, and scientific interests 
of the State. Captain BeENN reminds us that, before the war, over 
100,000 persons of English birth used to emigrate every year to 
foreign lands, though, to hear the anti-alien agitators, it would 
be supposed that an Englishman never went abroad, and that this 
country never gives, but only receives. It is a matter for wonder 
indeed, how itis that the agitators in question manage to limit 
their activities to the bodies of aliens, and why they do not carry the 
campaign into the realm, say, of thought. Why should a fellow like 
EINSTEIN, for instance, be permitted te send his new-fangled ideas 
over here, in grave competition with the native product of a true 
Englishman like NEWTON ? Why, the Times actually invited EINSTEIN 
to discourse on his pestilent, destructive, Jewish heresies in its 
very own columns! Is it not remarkable? Captain BENN 
makes a good point when he shows how the principle of asylum has 
brought this country many a valuable friend in the hour of its 
needs. And he makes the best point of all when he pleads for the 
surcease of this agitation in the interests of the world’s peace and 
work. The men who glory in the war against aliens are, in fact, 
neither good citizens of the world nor useful. sons of their own 
fatherland—and notably seldom, if ever, soldiers who did battle 
with the fatherland’s enemies. 


The A.J.A. and Public Indifference. ” 


Mr. MONTEFIORE, in the course of his address at the A.J.A., on 
Sunday last, which will be found printed im full elsewhere in 
this issue, deplored the inadequate support given to the Organisa- 
tion of which for so many years he has been the devoted President. 
We are entirely with bim in his complaints, but we think he 
ignores certain causes that may well be at work. In _ his 
view the apathy is to be attributed to the “unpopularity” of 
the countries in which the protegés of the Association live; 
and he pointed out that “there are few rich people in England 
who come from the places in which our money is spent.” We 
do not profess to understand the pectliar psychology of the Jew 
who refuses to help a fellow Jew because his hard lot is lived 
in an “ unpopular” land—men are not, as a rule, responsible for the 
precise location of their natal city. But we would point out to Mr. 
MONTFFIORNE that, if there are not many“ rich people” who come 
from the the placés in which the Association operates, there are very 
many who do, and who though, to be sure, not so “ rich" in pocket, are 
better endowed with heart and intelligence, and are by no means 
devoid of means. The Association could derive no little support from 
such persons, and it would be valuable. Butit is frequently withheld 
because these people have themselves been objects of a movement 
anti-pathetic to the “ foreign" Jew as Mr. MONTEFIORE terms him, 
and with which he himself is conspicuously identified. We cannot 
blame these “foreign” Jews, if they fail to understand how a 
gentleman who discriminates egainst fellow-Jews, and assists 
prominently in the formation of a League in regard to which that 
differentiation is the most ‘prominent feature, can occupy the 
presidency of an organisation, the very life and being and raison 
d'étre of. which is the fellowship sans phrase of Jews the world over. 
And we cannot be surprised if these people not only become perplexed 
by the inconsistency, but also remain unconcerned. Mr. MonrTE 
FIornrm, we are afraid, is on equally slippery ground when he denounces 
the efforts of certain writers in the general Press to fasten Bolshevism 
upon the Jewish people. He forgets that he was one of a band of ten 
who did precisely the same thing themselves a few months agosin 


the columns of the Morning Post. He was one of those who falsely — 


charged the JrwisH CHRONICLE (and the Jewish World) with 
publishing articles designed to encourage the adoption of 
Bolshevism; and who assisted in pillorying “foreign” Jews 
who had sought and found a refuge in England, by suggesting 
that they favoured the hated political creed. Mr. MONTEFIORE 
ought to realise that the public—even the understanding Jewish 
public—requires a clear and consistent lead from those who 
aspire to guide its destinies. Where that guidance is, like the teach. 
ings of Paul, “ all things to all men,’ there is, of necessity, hesitancy 
and indifference—the indifference which Mr. MONTEFIORE 80 deeply 
laments. 


Fighting Anti-Semitism. 

Mr. Monreriorg, in the course of his address, offered some advic3 
as to the best way of dealing with the Anti-Jewish agitation now being 
formented in many quarters. In his view the only thing to do was to 
fight against it and live it down. The “fight” was to be conducted 
‘ by the old approved methods—good temper and good humour on the 
ong hand, and determined maintenance of the old positions on the 
other.” There is, we are afraid, very little that is hopeful about such 
counsel. It connotes a very “defensive"’—somewhat “Ghetto” 
—attitude, if not that of Shylock at his most contemptible. It 
is of the kind to which generations of fatalistic meekness have 
accustomed the race, but which lead to nothing, unless it be 
&® cumulative exacerbation of the position. We confess that 
advice offered by the Law Journal, in its comments on the Mond 
case, is much more to our taste. It accords with what has been so 
frequently urged by the Jewish CHRONICLE, that in these cases, as 
in so many others, “ Hitting Back" is the surest shield. Our 
contemporary shows us how this can be done by legal 
and constitutional means, and we commend to our readers 
its suggestions which we print elsewhere. This is not the 
first time that such a proposal has been broached, but it has always 
been urged taat a Community cannot be libelled. The Law Journal 
does not entertain any such fears. It reminds us that it is an offence 
against the Common Law of England to libel any set or class of men, 
if the libel is of such a character as to excite the people against all 
belonging to the sect or class, and to conduce to breaches of the peace. 
Inthe American Courts, where the principles of our Common Law are 
vigorously maintained, this Rule, says our contemporary, has been 
applied in quite recent times to repress’ anti-Semitic agitations, 
Precedents also in fact exist in this country. Weare not in a position 
to estimate the exact legal value of these. But they seem 
to present a prima facie case for much more energetie action than 
appears to commend itseif to Mr. MONTEFIORE or than has been 
adopted by the community in the past. Asthe Law Jo iwrnal observes, 
“the result of the Mond case shows that juries can be relied on to 
deal out even-handed justice to a section of their fellow-citizens 
who are unfairly attacked.” In such circumstances there secnis no 
reason why we should fold our hands and take the slings and arrows 
of outrageous anti-Semitism, in whispering humbleness in the 
way that Mr. MONTEFIORE counsels. 


The “ Destructive" Jew! 


THE measure for associating the people of India in an 
increasing degree with the tasks of government has passed its 
third reading in the House of Commons, and in celebration 
of the event Mr. MONTAGU is to be entertained to dinner 
by Indian ladies and gentlemen. Without venturing to offer an 
opinion upon the Bill as a political measure, since it is designed to 
secure the content and goodwill’ of the people of the great Depen. 
dency, we pray for its complete success. We were specially interested, 
however, in the eulogium by the Times of Mr. Epwin Monvraat, 
who is associated with this important act of Imperial statesmanship. 
Both in its leading columns and in the clever article which “ A Student 
of Politics” contributes to the paper, this able Jew was paid a fair, if not 
too adulatory, tribute for bis great work. But the acknowledgment 
appeared bizarre and hollow by the side of the campaign which th‘s 
paper was, at the self-same moment, conducting against Jews in 
general. It is really amazing that the Times, which realises the 
magnitude of the work that Mr. MentTacu and other Jews are 
ungrudgingly doing for the State, should allow anonymous corre- 
spondents at the same time tocry “Shylock” and other abusive 
epithets at the Jewish community. It is astonishing that, when it 
indulges in this indiscriminate vilification, it should forget a 
READING, a MONTAGU, @ MONASH, The Times, in its appreciation 
of Mr. Montacu, eloquently stated that Mr. Monraau’s 
name “will be for ever associated with this historic measure, 


' perhaps the greatest examiple of constructive statesmanship produced 


in Parliament for many years.” (Our italics.) Yet, the very core 
and substance of the letters against Jews, which the Times 
and other papers print, is that the influence of the Jew is 
always destructive. There is, of course, not an atom of 
truth in it. It sounds learned and “ scientific,” but it is rubbish 
for all that. Is EINSTEIN destructive? Was Disraeut, the one. 
time political idol of the Times, merely destructive? Of course, in 
a sense, every original thinker must be “destructive.” The sweep- 
ing away of human error is, we suppose, “ destruction,” and Lurner 
was, in that sense, a destroyer. Seldom is there a reform that does 
not involye the uprooting of something that is wrong. But, 
with these absurd and superficial critics, our people are to be 
gibbeted, because they do not help the old and outworn to 
remain for ever. New ideas and advances in human knowledge 
are an offence, and the world must stagnate and perish. To such 


foolish ends must the insensate agitation of the Jew-baiters lead 
them | | 
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The Communal Scheme: Two Attitudes. 

WE publish two sermons this week on the Jewish War Memorial, 
in which the respective preachers, the Rev. IstporE Harris, M.A.,of the 
West London Synagogue, and Rabbi Matruck, of the “ Liberal” Jewish 
Synagogue, present the case of their congregations for the attitude 
they have taken up to the Scheme, Mr. Harris justifies entirely the 
support which his synagogue is giving to the Memorial. He con- 
ceives the proposal as one “ destined to help forward the progressive 
development of English Judaism.” True, the Scheme is intended 
to further the cause of “ traditional Judaism.” But his synagogue iS 
founded on™ traditionalism, permeated,” it is likewise true, “ by a spirit 
of progress and development.” This is precisely what he conceives 
the Scheme to be, and neither it nor the synagogue, of which Mr. 
HAR&Is is a respected minister, is, he contends, “ a perpetuation of old- 
fashioned Orthodoxy.” This is, it seems to us, a fair statement which 
squares the scheme with the professions and idealsof the West London 
Synagogue— a Congregation which has ever desired to remain within 
the ambit of the tradition of ourfaith. When Mr. Harris, however, 
goes on by implication to blame the “Liberal” Synagogue for 
separating itself from the Congregation and creating a cleavage, 
we are constrained to part company withhim. “ Let us not,” he ex- 
claims, “ magnify minor differences into major differences.” But 
that surely begs the whole question. Rabbi MAatruck does 
not admit that the differences are “minor.” On the con: 
trary, he describes them as “fundamental ’’—" fundamenta] 
differences in principle” he calls them. “We of. this 
synagogue,” Rabbi MATTUCK goes on to say, “ are distinguished from 
the Orthodox Jewish Congregations, not only by a different service 
—that is a minor matter—but by different teachings reaching down 
to the very roots of the spiritual life.” For his congregation not to 
recognise this salient fact would, he contends (and we agree), not 
only be dishonest, but treachery to its own cause. 


The Gulf Between. 


Can, indeed, the force of this simple reasoning be denied? 


We feel it cannot. . We have, indeed, agreed all along with the 
line taken by the “Liberal” Synagogue ou this question, as 
exemplified by. Mr. MOoNTEFIORE’s letter to Mr. LIoNneL 
DE ROTHSCHILD published in our issue of November ith. 


We believe that there is no use in Jews pretending not to 
see the gulf which subsists between “Liberal” Jews and 
other sections of Jewry. No good can come from a process of 
deliberate self-deception. And we are sure that only the inherent 
tendency of the Community, to be satisfied with pretences rather 
than with facts, would be strengthened by a congregation which has 
divorced itself from traditional Judaism setting forth to support a 
movement based on such Judaism—and doing so in the alleged 
conviction that this is a “ minor affair,” and that it does not matter, 
and nobody need care. The Memorial will be the better for the 
standing aside of the “ Liberal” Synagogue, and no doubt so will the 
“Liberal” Synagogue, and so, indeed, willbe the Community asa whole. 
As we have so frequently declared, we are earnestly anxious for the. 
unity of the Community. And we believe that nothing will in the 
long run more certainly tend to secure it than a recognition that we 
have not uniformity of view in religious (any more than in most other) 
matters, and that difference of opinion, because the soul of 
true freedom of thought, far from being something inimical which 
should be veiled or hidden, is in itself an eminently desirable thing 
We would only add that the sneer in which Rabbi MATTucK indulged 
against “Orthodox Jews who recognise” the “ new truth and the new 
needs,’ but “ conceal their meaning under a cloak of sham,” is, it 
must surely occur to him if he thinks it over, wrongly-conceived 
In every movement, there are men whose adhesion is of the halting, 
and half-convineed kind, and attributable to mixed motives. Is Rabbi 
MATTUCK quite sure that his own congregation is composed of all 
“stalwarts " burning with the true faith and guiding their footsteps 
whole-heartedly by its teachings? But, then, “they also serve who 
only stand and wait”; and it were better to “ support ’’—even while 
not personally observing—than neither to “support” nor observe, 
which is the case with so many. 


The Levison Knighthood. 


‘THERE will be general satisfaction that the Board of Deputies, 
at its meeting last Sunday, passed a resolution of regret that “the 
alleged services to the Jews” of Missionary LEVISON were given as a 
reason for the knighthood conferred on him. The motion un- 
doubtedly expresses the widespread sense of resentment in the 
Community at the official language in which the knighthood was 
announced. What other justification for the honour there may have 
been we do not know, and, as Jews, it is not our business. But, the 
mention of services rendered to Jews was palpably misleading, and, 
in fact, intolerable; and we are glad that the representative 
pody of the Jewish Community has formally dissociated itself 
from the honour. We note that there were two dissentients at the 


Deputies, while that splendid communal worker, Dr. Davip JocnEL- 


MAN, expressed some doubt about the wisdom of passing the 
resolution. We fear that this doubt, as manifested by the two 


‘dissentients and by Dr. JocHELMAN, arises from a lack of appreciation 


of the moral hurt which was done to our people when LEVISON'S 
work was officially called “ Jewish.” Unhappily, many of our peop'se 
who are as keenly appreciative of the physical hurt, or the direct attac k 
when devised against our people as is Dr. JocHELMAN, for instance, 
are by no means so alive to the insidious moral hurt which we 
suffer, as in a case such as that of the Levison knighthood. 


Homes for Inva'id Children. 


AN appeal appears in our columns this week from the Invalid 
Children’s Aid Association. This organisation—a very excellent one 
—is not Jewish. But it has tended many Jewish children, and it will 
be seen from the letter from its Secretary that “at present approxi- 
mately 450 beds are required for Jewish boys and girls, up to four- 
teen years of age, suffering from phthisis, surgical tuberculosis,” and 
other diseases. The Association, as we have said, does most admirable 
work, and to the extent, and more, to which it has devoted itself to its 
Jewish protégés, it deserves, and we hope will receive,the very warmest 
support of the Community,who should acknowledge the broad spirit 
in which its kindly labours are conducted. Our readers will, how- 
ever, feel with us that it is highly undesirable that Jewish children 
should deliberately be placed in these non-Jewish surroundings 
Attention bas recently been called to this very ungratifying matter 
by the Rey. B. LIEBERMAN and others who have written to us about 
it. The fault does not appear to us to be with the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, which is usually blamed. That institution sends as many 
invalid Jewish children as possible to homes provided by itself, and 
last year spent nearly £2,000 on the work. But its resources 
are limited, and the real difficulty is to be found in the fact that 
the Jewish Community provides no accommodation whatever 
for afflicted cliildren. The labours of the Board in this «use 
are wholly admirable, and if sick Jewish children cre being 
attended to in non-Jewish environment, the blame can only rest, as 
we say, with the community itself, which fails to provide sufficient 
money to meet the needs of these poor children. It would seem 
that the Association referred to now contemplates the provision of 
“ Homes run on Jewish lines.” This, needless to say, is a considerate 
action which will evoke the keenest gratitude among our coreli- 
gionists. But, what ails the community that it leaves such 
essentially Jewish work to be initiated by non-Jews, however kindly 
and noble ? |

WHAT DIFFERENTIATES THE JEW? 


—>— 
By Mentor. 
; GREAT deal of loose—and I am afraid dishonest—writing (and 


talking and thinking) has been about of late, concerning the 

precise status of Jews in the various countries they inhabit. The 

mental confusion, to which I allude, was evidentin Mr. Justice 
Darling's Court the other day when he was trying the Mond action. The 
looseness arises from the casual manner in which words are used without 
any clear notion of what exact meaning is intended to be attached to 
them. And the dishonesty creeps in when terms are employed in a 
manner that is a species of jugglery,—making one word do service for 
several totally different conceptions. Thus we find the assertion that a 
Jew cannot be an Englishman (or a Frenchman, or a German, or an 
American). Why not? 


Semite and Anglo-Saxon. 


It is clearly because the person who makes that assertion conceives 
the term “ Englishman” to mean a person of Anglo-Saxon race, as are 
the vast majority of the inhabitants of these islands. In that sense, of 
course, a Semite cannot be an Englishman exactly because he cannot be 
an Anglo-Saxon. But the term “ Englishman” has another connotation ; 
not the ethnical, but the political. In that sense, “ Englishman” means 
a citizen of this country either by birth or by naturalisation. In that 
conception, of course, a Jew (ora person of any other race) can be an 
Englishman because racial origin is no bar to English citizenship. There 
are, of course, many Englishmen, in the sense I am for the moment 
using the term, who are not Anglo-Saxons. The point, it will be seen, 
however, is what exactly is meant, not by any special application of the 
words but what in ordinary conversation people mean when they speak 
of Englishmen, Germans, Frenchmen, and so forth. 


The Racial Origin. 


What they intend by the term is to refer to a person who not alone 
politically is a citizen of the particular country denominated, but who is 
one with the mass of his countrymen in race and origin as well. If 
may, of course, be that in tracing his origin an Englishman may find 
that some of his forebears were not of the Anglo-Saxon race, and? the 
extent to which that proves to be the case is the extent of his lacking 
purity of racialdescent. But because a man can findin his ancestors men 
of races diverse from the race of the country he inhabits, that is no 
reason why he cannot be denominated as one of the people of that country. 
¢.g., Englishman, German, Frenchman. Nor, on the other hand, does the 
fact justify aman of some diverse race (such as a Jew), calling himself an 
“ Englishman” merely on the strength of the fact that certain Englishmen 
have racially-mixed ancestors. Because, I repeat, when ‘* Englishmen ”’ 
are spoken of, an Anglo-Saxon people are referred to, just as a Gallic 
people are meant when Frenchmen are alluded to, and a Teutonic 
when Germans, and so on. 


Religion and Racial Origin. 


The importation of re igious differentiation into the argument has 
really practically nothing todo with the case. Itis, too, the cause of much 
of the obfuscation which is so often and so painfully prevalent when- 
ever Jews are in question. A man’s religion is, of course, a distinguish- 
ing point in him; but it does not distinguish him essentially 
from his fellow human beings. It distinguishes him only in 
respect to just religion. Thus Jews are contradjstinguished from 
persons of other religions by thé fact that they are of the Jewish religion. 
But a Jew can become a Christian and he still remains a Semite. The 
Christian who is an Anglo-Saxon can become a Jew and he still remains 
racially an Anglo-Saxon. Thus a man’s religion does not essentially 
differentiate him from his fellows, nor does his political nationality. 
What ess ntially {and I again italicise the word) differentiates people from 
people is their racial origin; because it cannot be obviated (at most it can 
be modified), and it has most in it, of all characteristics, of a distinguishing 
nature. It is thus the essential differentiation. But, of course, there are 
many other things that differentiate one set of men from their fellow- 
men. Thus Jews, being persons of the ‘ewish faith, are differentiated 
from those of other faiths. They are, as I have said, so distinguished by 
their Jewish faith. In the same way environment differentiates men. 
Thus a French Jew is somewhat different from an English Jew and an

English Jew froma Russian Jew, each of them having become modified 


by environment. But the French Jew is different from the Frenchman 
and the English Jew from the Englishman and the Russian Jew from the 


Russian, because each of them is the resultant of race modified by 
environment. But all of them are essentially like one another. That 
is because all of them have a common racial origin—Semitic—and 


because racial origin is the main determining differentation between man 
and man, 


Brandy and Water. 


I heard the idiotic remark made the other day that it is nonsense te 
say that environment is not the essential differentiating point between 
men, or that Jews cannot be considered one people ethnologically, because 
Jews in different countries are affected by the environment of those 
countries. In proof, the question was propounded, with a great show of 
triumph, whether Jews in Russia ave Bolshevists because they are Jews, 
or because they are Russians. Obviously, they are Bolshevists (or 
Menshevists) in Russia for the same reason that Jews in England 
are Unionists (or Liberals)—that is not, to be sure, because they aro 
Jews. . But the fact that they are Bolshevists (or Menshevists) 
is no more proof that they are Slavs, which is the race of the mass of the 
Russian people and that is denoted when the term “ Russian” is used, 
than that Jows being Unionists (or Liberals) gives proof that they are 
Anglo-Saxons which is the racial origin of the bulk of the English people, 
and is implied when the word “ English” is used. NRacial origin remains 
the distinguishing differentiation so long as racial separateness is main- 
tained, as itis by the mass of Jewish people. lt can be modified and 
gradually thinned and watered down only by inter-marriage over some 
generations. Exactly as the contents of a bottle which originally contained 
nothing but brandy, and is differentiated from another bottle which con- 
tains water, can, by a process of mixing, become first brandy and water, 
later water and brandy, and finally the brandy can become so immensely 
diluted as to be virtually water.

SIR STUART SAMUEL'S MISSION. 


HIS RETURN TO ENGLAND, 


[SPECIAL INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.) 


Sir Stuart Samuel returned on Tuesday from his important 
mission to Poland to investigate the pogroms on behalf of 
the British Government. The arduous nature of his journey 
has naturally told on Sir Stuart, who is somewhat fatigued, 
but otherwise, it is pleasant to report, in good health. The 
Community will hail his return with the utmost satisfaction, and 
will await the publication of his report with the keenest interest. 
Meanwhile Sir Stuart has made some observations concerning his 
mission to a representative of the Jewish CHRONICLE, though 
naturally he was unable to refer to the subject-matter of his 
report. 

How did the Polish authorities receive you? our representative 
enquired, 

“The Government placed every facility in my way and afforded me 
every assistance, sending an official with the Mission wherever it went. 
In Lemberg we were accorded an official reception at which all the local 
authorities were present.” 

JEWISH SATISFACTION. 

“The Jews,” Sir Stuart added, “showed me the utmost hospitality 

and friendship. At most places the President of the community or a 

rominent Jewish citizen entertained me.in his house. Sermons were 

elivered through 1% Poland, thanking Britain for her interest in the Jews 
and for the Balfour Declaration. I would add that one effect of my visit 
was to produce a certain amount of solidarity am ongst the Jewsin Poland. 
They felt that the interest taker in them by the English people was a 
heartening and sustaining fact. To show their appreciation the leaders of 
all the Jewish political parties attended on the platform of Warsaw station 
to wish me good-bye on my departure.” 

What was the Jewish position when you left? 

“In Government circles there is a disp sition to try to live up to the 
principles of the ininority clause of the treaty, but the membo2rs of the 
Diet and the Prws are strongly Anti-Semnitic. I am afrail that the 
economic pressure put upon the Jews is likely to re-act unfavourably on 
the commercial po:itionin Poland. There is atenilency tn Goverament 
circles to restrict Jewish enterprise to the extent oftheir proportion to 
the general popalation, viz.: 14-15 por cjat. In the Uaiversities the 
numberof Jewish stuleats is kep’S dowa to a: little a3 2} p>r c ont.” 

THE ECONOMIC PACTOR. 

“Much of the tronble in Poland,” said Sir Stuart, “is due to cconomic 
causes. In the past Poland depended fora large proportion of its trade 
on its traffic with R ssia, having been a great distributing centre for 
Russian products. The Russian frontier now ‘being closed, Poland 
naturally feeis the effect in its trade and commerce. This is responsible 
for a great deal of the want of employment, and it is to be hoped that 
once a settled and stable govefnment is established in Russia, Poland will 
once more resume its business activity, and the Jews will participate in 
the general well-being and recovery.” 

JEWISH LIFE IN POLAND. 


Sir Stuart went on to deal with some aspects of Jewish life in Poland 
as he found it. “ The great difficulty in regard to Jewish internal affairs 
in Poland is that the Jews are.divided into so many parties, there being dis- 
tinctions which to an outsider are hardly warranted. If the Jews could 
join’ their forces into one united party, so as to make themselves a 
political factor to be reckoned with, there would be no doubt that they 
would be able to secure an influence that is warranted by their numbers 
in the country. I found Jewish religious life fairly active. It is, how- 
ever, a rarity to find a synagogue heated, owing to the scarcity of fuel, 
and this has an effect on the attendance. It is not at all uncommon to 
see an entire congregation arrayed in furs.” 

Sir Stuart said that it was not correct that he had handed his report 
to the British Minister in Warsaw before his departure, 

“My report has not yet been presented,” he stated. “ Various 
statistical details have to be inserted which can only be made available in 


London. The report will be handed to the Foreign Office as soon as it is 
completed.” 


SIR STUART'S FAREWELL MESSAGE. 

Sir Stuart Samuel! issued a farewell message to the Jews in Poland, 
thanking them for their kind reception and friendliness shown to him 
fluring his stay there. He expressed the hope that the position of the 
Jews in Poland would improve because citizens of one country could not 
always be at war with one another. He believed in a future of brotherly 
feeling among the inhabitants of Poland. 


WARSAW [F.O.C.,} 

Sir Stuart Samuel received a deputation of dismissed Jewish railway 
employés. He informed them that the Government had promised him 
to re-instate them. He was surprised to find that the promise had not 
been fulfilled, and be undertook to make fresh representations on the 
subject. 


VISITS TO POLISH PRESIDENT AND PREMIER. 
Warsaw 


Sir Stuart visited the President of the Republic, Genera] Piisudski, 
with whom he discussed the position of the Jews in Poland. The con- 


versation lasted overan hour, Sir Stuart pointed out that in England, 


France, and Holland the Jews were well treated and were useful to the 
country, whereas Tsarist Russia, which ill-treated the Jews, had been 
severely punished. 

Mr. Paderewski arranged a kosher dinner in honour of Sir Stuart and 
Captain Wright. The Polish Premier tried to prove to the guests that 
during his régime the position of the Jews in Poland had improved, and 
he appealed to them to use their influence in England to secure 
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increased support for Poland. The Premier argued that an improve- 


ment in thé econontic pdsition of Poland was bound to bring with 
it a better fecling towards the Jews. Sir Stuart oxpressed the wish . 
that Mr. Paderewski should remain Prime Minister. He also trusted that 
Poland would obtain the assistance it deserved. He emphasised, how- 
ever, that the improvement in the position of the Jews wasonly slight, and 
that no radical changes bad taken place. Armed with facts he placed before 
the Premier a whole series -of complaints of ill-treatment of Jews. He 
also drew attention to the Jewish apprehensions regarding the Sunday 
Closing Measure and the Licensing of Food Shops Bill. On the whole the 
conversation, which lasted several hours, bore a friendly character. 


JEWISH BANQUET TO SIR STUART. 


The Mizrachi Organisation Organised a banquet in honour of Sir 
Stuart. Deputy Farbstein, the Chairman, and Rabbis Zlotnik and 
Kovalsky and Mr. Isaac Nisenbaum delivered eloquent speeches, culogising 
the guest. In responding, Sir Stuart stated that he always emphasised 
his Jewish connections in dealing with the Polish Government. He 
demanded a peaceful life for the Jews, without pogroms, excesses, ané 
attempts to deprive them of their rights. 

THE MURDER OF MR. I. TURTELTAUB. 


Sir Stuart received a full statement on the circumstances of the 
shooting of the well-known Zionist, Mr. Isaac Turteltaub, at Kharkoff. 
It appears that he was a strong opponent of Bolshevism, and as such was 
sentenced at Moscow to three months’ imprisonment. In order to escape 
detention he fled to Kharkoff where he was shot as a Bolshevik. Str 
Stuart promised to place the full facts before the British Foreign Office 
and to communicate the official reply to Mr. Turteltanb’'s friends. 

THE PERSECUTION OF THE JEWISH PRESS. 
WARSAW 

It has just transpired that Sir Stuart Samuel had occasion to draw 
the attention of the Polish Government to the persecution of the Jewish 
Press. He also contrasted the freedom enjoyed by the anti-Semitic 
organs in attacking Jews with the frequent confiscation of Jewish news- 
papers. In addition, he complained to the Government of the 
attacks made on him in the Dwa Grosze. He also .ppealed to the Ministry 
to give Jews equal rights, and to re-instate the Jewish railway omployés. 

It is reported that Mr. Paderewski assured Sir Stuart of the readiness 
of Poland to give Jews equality, but he demanded that the Jews shou.d 
recognise themselves as Poles and cease to complain about Poland abroad. 
Ile hoped that the education of Jewish and-Christian children in one 
Polish school would lead to a better understanding between Jews and 
Poles. Sir Stuart complained that Jews had great difficulties in 
obtaining liconces. He also explained to Mr. Paderewski that in the 
Jewish quarter in London, Sunday trading was permitted. 


FINAL ACTS. 


Before lis departure Sir Stuart issued a statement, explaining that he 
had not contributed to the Polish Red Cross when he was invited to do so 
because he preferred to give all he could to the English Red Cross, in 
which no distinction was made between Jew and Gentile. 

He also promised to consider the matter of a loan by a few Anglo- 
Jewish financiers to the impoverished Jewish house-owners in Warsaw. 

At the Synagogue, on Saturday morning, Dr. Poznansky delivered a 
discourse in Hebrew, in which he praised Sir Stuart, and asked him to 
transmit to the Jews in England the greetings of their Polish co- 
religionists. Sir Stuart was deeply moved, and in speaking to Dr. 
Poznansky he announced his intention to begin to study Hebrew 
thoronghly. Dr. Poznansky also held a farewell banquet in honour of 
Sir Stuart, in which the Tsadick of Radzimin participated. 

A large and representative gathering assembled at the station to take 
leave of Sir Stuart. Delegates from all Jewish parties and from many 
institutions, as wetl as Government representatives were present. Sir 
Stuart was presented with a bouquct of flowers, and as the train steamed 
out of the station the people called out, “Good luck to you!” and “Au 
revoir 

On the whole, Sir Stuart won the esteem of Polish Jewry. The 
absence of parades and pomp from his programme was a pleasant con- 
trast to the visit of Mr. Morgenthau. He is taking with him to 
England cuttings of all newspaper references to his visit and samples of 
anti-Semitic productions in this country (e¢.g., boycott appeals, &c.). 


General Denikin on Pogroms. 


— --- COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.] 
General Denikin has received a Jewish deputation at Rostov. He 


discussed the pogroms with the delegates, and admitted that he had’ 


received representations. on the sabject from the Allies. The General 
expressed himself as a strong opponent of the pogrom policy, but he drew 
attention to the difficulty in arresting the movement in view of the growth 


of anti-Semitism in Russia. 


Mr. Purishkewitch Against Pogroms. 
COPENHAGEN [F.0O.C.]. 


The Russian National State Party, headed by Mr. Purishkewitch, has 


issued an appeal tothe people in the South of Russia not to participate 
in pogroms against Jéws. 


A List cf Recent Pogroms. 


According to the South Russian organ, the Sovremennoe Slowo, the 
following towns and townlets situated in the territory occupied by General 
Denikin’s troops, recently suffered from serious pogroms: Borispol, Smela, 
Germanovka, Grebenko, Korsoun, Makarovo, Chiblenoie, Gorodistche 
Dimov, Karlin, Tripolie and Rosova. . 


Mr. Hin, Chairman of the Red Cross Committee, in aid of the pogrom 


sufferers, announces that General Denikin’s Government had promised’ 


him to satisfy, as far as possible, the claims for damages lodged by the 
Jewish pogrom sufferers, but owing to the large number of such applica- 
tions it was doubtful whether all the demands could be granted. 


Journalists Protest Against Pogroms, 


The Union of Journalists at Odessa has ado

The Terrible Conditions in the Ukraice. 


In response to a telegram from the Scandinavian Central Jewish 
Relief Committee of Copenhagen, drawing attention to the terrible con- 
ditions in the Ukraine, the Zionist Organisation in London has replied that 
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it will strongly support the convocation of a general Relief Congress in a 
neutral country, and will co-operate-aiso in the fight against the pogroms. 


A Jewish Cemmission from the United States. 


The United States Government has granted passports to the Ukraine 
to the members of the Commission which is being sent by the Union 
of Ukrainian Jews in the United States: ~ The commission will consist of 
five American Ukrainian Jews. Two of them, Messrs. Finck and Katz, will 
leave at once for the Ukraine; the other members will follow shurtly. 
The task of the Commission will be to establish a regular communication 
between the American Jews and their brethren in the Ukraine, to 
organise Relief Committcesin all the towns of the Ukraine, and especially 
to attend to the care of the Jewish orphans there.—J.C.B. 


Mr. hulgin’s hreat. 
COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.) 
The well-known anti-Semitic leader, Mr, Shulgin, printed an article 
in his newspaper, the Kievlanin, on tho participation of Jews in Russian 
rpg It was evident from the article that Mr. Shulgin has returned to 
is old camp of ultra Jew-baiting, which he left for a brief period during 
the Beilis affair and the revolution in the days of Kerensky. In his articlo 
he sternly demanded that the Jews should give up all connection with 
Rassian political affairs. Jewish interferencs in Russian politics, he 
argued, brought misery upon Russia. He advised all Jewish politicians 
to sacrifice their political careers for the sake of Russia and the Jews. In 
conclusion, he threatened that any failure on their part to comply with 
his ultimatum would necessitate greater sacrifices on the part of the Jews 
later, as they would become victims of persecution through the fault of 
the present Jewish politicians. 


Another Ukrainian Jewish Minister Arrested. 
COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.) 


Mr. Pinchas Krasny, Minister for Jewish Affairs in the Ukrainian 
Cabinet, has been arrested at Kieff by General Denikin’s officials. 


New Menace to Polish Jews. 
WARSAW [F.O.C.} 
The Parliamentary Judicial Committee is considering a Bill which 
will provide that all food merchants and foodstuff shops shall obtain 
licences for trading purposes. Jews regard such a Bill as a serious 


menace to them, as they experience great difficulties in obtaining 
licences. 


Suicide as Protest against Anti-Semitis.n. 


The Berlin correspondent of the Daily Telegraph reports the follow- 
ing tragic occurrence :— 

A young Jewish student, of Munich, named Maximiliand Spacth, has 
taken his life as a protest against the injustice of the anti-Semitic move- 
meut which is at present sweeping over Germany. The case is interest- 
ing betause of the principles which it involves. 

Spaeth joined the army as a volunteer in 1914, and came through the 
war with several distinctions. Apparently he owed it to his record asa 
soldier that he was elected an honorary member of a students’ club called 
“ The Jolly Guard.” Under the influence of the anti-Semitic agitation the 
club passed a resolution excluding Jews from its membership. As soon 
as the decision had been taken Spaeth went into the next room and blew 


. out his brains with a revolver. The act was deliberate and premedi- 


tated, for he left behind bim a remarkable testament, in which he says: 

“As a German by birth, thought, feeling, and upbringing, it wounds me 
to the soul to see what a disastrous course the intellectual development 
of my fellow countrymen has taken and continues totake. I despair of 
being, within a foreseeable time, a witness of and a participator in our 
national re-birth. Unscrupuloushess, blindness, egoism, hatred, and 
yengefulness are darkening my fellow-citizens’ power of seeing things 
clearly, and are making it impossible to travel together along the straight 
road which leads to a new revival of the German nation. Partly general 
mélancholy and the consideration that it is impossible for a man of 
decent ideas and clean feeling to breathe the air of day in 
common with contemporaries so devoid of all sense of honour, 
and partly the special case of injustice and defamation to 
which I have been subjected by a circle of men hitherto closely 
associated with me, compel me to renounce this earthly existence. As 
at present I have no chance of cleansing, in a gentlemanly way witha 
weapon in my hand, my honour, which has been impugned before all my 
friends, since the military courts of honour no longer exist and university 
clubs do not grant Jews the protection of arms, in short, since the right 
of satisfaction is denied to me, every decent-minded man will regard it as 
reasonable, aud not pronounce me insane, if I take the only way that 
lies open to me. 

*T will not commit a crime or seek contemptible revenge. Thus there 
remains for me only one thing, to prove through my death that a German 
of Jewish birth, who believes that all his life he has.aimed at the highest 
ideas, is of the Best in humanity and his nation, and can, in spite of all 
his faults and mistakes, also be a man of honour and decent feeling. It 
is my warmest wish, which I take to the grave with me, that Germany 
and her poor deluded people may one day be freed from all the bandages 
which now blind their eyes, and awake to power and prosperity better in 
character than those of the, past, and imperishable in quality and 
endurance.” 


Indignity to a Jewish Writer. 
WARSAW [F.O.C.) 
The Jewish writer, Mr. Jacob Pat, suffered severe indignity 
at the hands of Polish soldiers in the train on his way 
from Bielostock to Vilma. Mr. Pat endeavoured to’ defend 
a few Jewish passengers against the insults hurled at them § by 
soldiers, but they attacked him and attempted to throw him out of the 
train when it was running at full speed. Fortunately, in the course of 
the struggle the train arrived at a station, and Mr. Pat succeeded in 
escaping from their hands, after having been cruelly beaten. 


As Appeal to the Jewish Small-Traders in Poland. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 
The Central Union of the Jewish small-traders in. Poland, has 
addressed an appeal to the Jewish small-traders regarding the: urgent 


necessity of organisation and co-operation. The war has almost ruined 
thé Jewish small-tradersandartisans. However, hitherto only the Jewish 
labourer has fully recognised the importance of organisation and has 
succeeded in improving his economic position as far as possible. The Jewish 
wholesale merchants and artisans have established co-operative unions. 
Only the Jewish small-trader, who represents almost the greater part of 
the Jewish population, does not recognise the catastrophe which is 
threatening him if he does not immediately join the co-operative 
movement, 


Dr. Henry Nusbaum Converted. 
WARSAW [F.O.C.] 
A great sensation has been caused here by the official announcement 
that the Jewish communal worker and leader of the Assimilation Party, 


Dr. Henry Nusbaum, bad changed his religion and adopted the Catholic 
faith. 


Deputy Grunbaum, 


WARSAW [F.0.C,] 

The Polish Parliamentary Committee has decided to recommend te 
the Ilouse to agree to the request of the Public Prosecutor asking for 
permission to try Deputy Grinbaum for offensive articles against the 
Polish Army. 

Of the ten members present, eight voted against Deputy Griinbaum 
and two abstained from voting. It is understood, however, that the 
Socialists will strongly oppose the decision of the Committee when the 
motion comes before the House. 


Programme of Polish Narodovo-Demoscrats. 
WARSAW TF.O.C.] 
The Congress of the Narodovo-Democratic Party, which was held at 
Warsaw, adopted a resolution affirming the unity of Poland as a State, and 
expressing regret that the Jews dominated the commerce of the Republic, 
“a fact which gave rise to unfortunate misunderstanding.” The Confer- 
ence condemned the persecution of the minorities in Poland and advocated 
freedom for them, but it wishes to see an indivisible country dominated 
by Polish culture, and it urges that all positions of importance should be 
given to Poles. 


Jews acd the Lithuanian Government, 


WARSAW [F.O.C.] 

Following the announcement that the new Government of Lithuania 
had included in its programme the principle of personal-national autonomy 
for our brethren, the Jewish Parliamentary Party re:olved to support 
the Cabinet. However, the Jewish spokesman, Dr. Rachmilevitch, 
reminded the Ministry that the Jews expected the speedy realisation of 
the promise of autonomy. He also Crew the attention of the Govern- 
ment to the persecution of the Jews by some of the provincial authoritics. 
Jewish Communities are often fincd, and Jewish State officials are being 
dismissed in a wholesale manner. 


A New Era in Hungary. 
—— BUDAPEST (F.0O.C.] 

A deputation of the Hungarian Jewish Society has been received by 
the Commandant-General of the National Army, Nikolaus von Horthy. 
Horthy expressed his great and sincere satisfaction at the readiness of the 
Hungarian Jews to take part as patriots in the national re-birth of the 
country. The Army, he said, would have nothing to do with party politics, 
and its only object was to work for the good of Hungary. He would nip 
in the bud any anti-national, revolutionary tendencies, re-establish public 
order with an iron hand, and protect all those’ who served in the interests 
of the nation by honest work and in a patriotic way. 

The correspondent in this city of the Vienna daily pa) er, Der neue Tag, 
reports :—It is remarkable that in several Hungarian villages, from which 
Jewish business-men who had been trading there for many years were 
expelled by the anti-Semites of the re-action, deputations of the peasantry 
only a few days afterwards called on the expelled Jews and brought them 
back. They could. not spare them in business-life, they stated; after 
their blind rage, which led them to suspect every Jew of being a Bolshevist, 
had calmed down, they recognised that the peaceful Jews had nothing in 
common with the hated elements of the revolution. One now sees a time 
coming when Jews and Christians will again work together in political 
matters. Among the Royalists, apart from the Catholic Archbishop, the 
Chief Rabbi takes a leading part, and the heads of both the Christian 
and the Jewish communities wear on their robes the crown of Saint 
Stephen, as a holy symbol. 


Hilsner Seeks Justice in Czecho-Slovakia. 
ZURICH 

Leopoid Hilsner, the e-prisoner, who was accused of ritual murder, 
has been obliged to leave Vienna as an alien. He wentto Prague to scttle 
there antl to endeavour to obtain a revision of his case. Mr. Hilsner is 
not satisfied with his pardon, and is anxious to Secure a verdict of 
innocence. He has grounds for believing that President Masaryk, his 
former chai. pion, will assist him in his efforts. 


A Communal Safe Sealed. 


WARSAW (F.O.C.) 

The authorities have sealed up the safe of the community at Lodz for 
declining to pay 2,033 marks for the upkeep of Jewish patients in the 
hospitals. The Communal Council categorically refused to pay the sum, 
holding that the Municipality was obliged to take care of Jewish patients, 
as well as of Christians, seeing that the Jews already contributed by 
taxation towards the upkeep of the hospitals. The Council sent a depu- 
tation to Warsaw to explain the matter to the Government. 


E migration from Turkey. 

CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C.] 
For some months past there has been a considerable stream of 

immigration of Jews from Constantinople to Western countries, chiefly 

France. Many are also going to the United States. The majority are 

poor men who served in the Army four years, and suffered ‘many 

privations, and who are determined to seck a livelihood in the countries 


of the Allies. During October quite a thousand Jews applied for passports. 


to go abroad. | 
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The Study of Hebrew in Styria. 
VIENNA [F.O.O.] 
In Graz, the capital »f Styria, whicn has but a small Jewish ocom- 
munity, a Waad has been formed for the study of Hebrew by young 
people and adults. Within a short time séveral courses have been 
frequented by no iess than one bundred and fifty pupils. This is the 
more remarkable, as Jew'sh aationalism has only of late gained a foothold 
in Graz, as a consequence of the continually growing spread of anti- 
Semitism. 


The Georgian Jews. | 
CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C.] 
At Onis (District of Kutais), the Georgian Government has opened a 
achool specially destined for Jews. The study of the ancient Georgian 
language figures in the curriculum. To celebrate the occasion, the resi- 
dents of the towa organised a féte, the proceeds of which were devoted 
to the new school. The Rabbi of the District in a message of 
thanks to the Government, mentioned that the Jews, who are spread 
all over the Republic, have always lived happily and tranquilly in 
Georgia. 


Sunday Closing in Serbia. 
SALONIKA [F.O.C.] 

Having had occision recently to pass throngh Uskab (Serbia), | was 
astonished to notice that the Jews there close their places of business on 
Sundays. On inquiring into the matter I ascertained that this practice 
is due to an order issued by the Minister of Commerce in Belgrade. This 
measure is a terrible blow to our coreligionists at Uskub, as they also 
close on Saturday. 

I discussed the matter twice with Mr. Vassa Lazarevitch, the Prefect 
of Uskub, who, in response to my urgent solicitations, promised to 
write to Belgrade with the view to the revovation of the Sunday closing 
order. I am happy to state that since my return here I have received 
information that the representations made to his Government by Mr. 
Lazarevitch have resulted saccessfally. The Uskab Jews may now carry 
on their businesses on Sundays. 


The Burial of Cremated Remains. 


The High Court af Manich has pronounced judgment ina law suit 
which has engaged its attention for a considerable time that no urn con- 
taining the ashes of Jews who have been cremated, may be interred in the 
Jewish cemetery against the wishes of the Jewish com munity.—J.C.B. 


Judgeship for ex-Ambassador Elkus. 


Mr. Abram I. Elkus, ex-Ambassador to Turkey,has been appointed * 


Associate Judge of the Court of Appeals of the State of New York. 
Judge Elkus was vorn in New York in 1857. He is 4 Regent of the 
University of New York State, and lately succeeded Mr. Morgeathau as 
President of the Free Synagogue in New York.

Gift to New York Hospital. 


Messrs. Guggenheiis Brothers have given 250,000 dols. te Mount 
Sinai Hospital, making 60),000 dols. prcsented by thom within the last 
three years. The new donation enables a beginning to be made with 
the construction of a greatly needed pavilion, which will be named 
as a memorial to the parents of the donors. The practical endowment of 
Mount Sinai Hospital renders it the largest public hosp tai in the United 
States. 


‘Communal Activity in Argentina. 


BUPNOS 
Some prominent members of the Jewish Community here have within 
the short period of afew weeks collected 60,000 dols. for the purpose of 
building a new synagogue. In philanthropic work our Community is also 
well to the fore. A Jewish hospital is in course of construetion, under the 
auspices of the Ezra Philanthropic Society, which has upwards of 
200,000 dols. in hand for the purpose. The Jewish Women’s Aid Society 
raised 6,355 dols. as the net proceeds of a theatrical performance, and 
will shortly open an Orphan Asylum for Girls (there is already one for 
boys) on its own property. A Home for Aged Jews is already in exist- 
ence. The Committee for the Relief of War Sufferers collected 10,000 dlols, 
within the past fortnight. 


Federation of Ukrainian Jews.

The Federation of Ukrainian Jews which was established at the 
Conference held at the Old King’s Hall on November 20th, is 
Starting a*‘great relief campaign for the pogrom sufferers in 
Ukraine. All necessary preparations are being made. The 
whole programme of work is in the hands of the Executive 
Committee, and will shortly be published. The Committee of the 
Federation, which represents all the Ukrainian Jewish Societies in 
London, at its last meeting elected an Executive to whom was given 
power to carry out all the plans for the relief action.

His Majesty's High Commissioner had 
been instructed to report on alleged pogroms in South Russia, and 
the British Military Commission has already received instructions to 
do all in its power to prevent such excesses. 


Russians Who Went to Serve. 
QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commons, on Tuesday, Mr. Swan (Barnard 
Castle, Lab.) said: I beg to ask the Secretary of State for the Home 
Department, whether he is aware that Nathan Schneiderman, who 
fought in Russia agaifst the Germans, was fined £20 at the Thames 
police court for attempting to land without permission; whether he 
has been deported; and how many of these Russian subjects who 
have fought in the war against Germany have been refused per- 
mission to land since the beginning of this year? 

Major Barro (Rugby, C.U., Under-Secretary Home Department) 
replied: The answer to the first part of the question is in the 
affirmative, except that I have no knowledge that he fought in 
Russia against the Germans; to the second part, in the negative ; 
and to the third part, none to the best of my knowledge. 


Distress in Vienna. 
Emergency Relief Fund. 


[To THE 


Sir,—The distress in Vienna has reached such intensity that we 
venture to appeal to the spirit of humanity of the British people to 
provide immediate succour. 

There id abundant evidence, both official and other, that the 
lack of food, warmth, and clothing is causing death and permanent 
enfeeblement on an appalling scale. 

The prospect of a city of two and a half million inhabitants 
beingleft without adequate means of keeping its women and children 
alive or in health must appeal to every human heart. The hospitals 
of Vienna have been reduced to the last extremity, and may at any 
moment be closed owing to the lack of food, fuel, medical stores, and 
appliances. 

The funds will be applied to the most pressing and urgent 
needs, so that this appeal will in no way interfere with the general 
appeal of the Churches on behalf of the children of Europe. 

It has the full sympathy and support of. his Majesty's Govern. 
ment, as is evidenced by the following letter from Earl Curzon of 
Kedleston, Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs :— 

I hasten to assure you of my complete sympathy with the proposal 
which you set forth. 

His Majesty's Government are fully conscious of the terrible destita- 
tion now prevailing in Austria, especially in the city of Vienna, and are 
cerefully considering the steps which can best be taken for alleviating the 
prevailing <iistress. 

Meanwhile, any relief which can be provided from private sources 
will be of great help, and may be the instrument of saving many lives. 
The supporters of your scheme may accordingly be assured that they 
will be contributing to a humanitarian work of the greatest urgency and 
importance, which has the full sanction and approval of his Majesty's 
Government. 

The fund will be administered by a committee of which the 
Right Hon. F. Huth Jackson has consented to be chairman. 

The advice and assistance ofthe International Relief Com- 
mittee, upon which the British Food Mission is represented, has 
been secured, as well as that of Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Thos. 
Cunninghame, British Military Representative in Vienna. This will 
ensure that the funds are distributed without regard to creed or 
politics. The Bank of England has consented to act as bankers, and 
the £1 for £1 Government grant which is available for this fund 
will be applied for as soon as the necessary conditions have been 
fulfilled.

LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD, 
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Jewish Religious Education Board. 


MINISTERS AND CLASS SUPERVISION, 

A meeting of the Board was held on Monday in the Vestry Room of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks. Mr. Arruur Franxuin, J.P., 
presided. 

The. proposal of the London County Council to increase the charges 
for Sunday tenancies was discussed. The CHAIRMAN said that he had 
attended a meeting of the Education Committee of the London County 
Council and had put forwerd a @§cial plea fot Jewish religion classes on the 
grounds that, firstly, as their classes invariably met on a Sunday morning, no 
lighting was required, and secondly, that they taught in their classes not 
only religion, but also a language. They wanted recognition of this fact 
from the London County Coundéil. 

In connection with the Jewish War Memorial the Board had felt that 
it was not sufficiently represented on the Council of that Body and had as 
a result of communication with them sent two more of its members, viz., 
the Rev. Isidore Harris, M.A., and Mr. Charles Sebag-Montefiore, to the 
Council. The Chairman referred in eulogistie terms to the work Mr. Harris 
had done for the Board. 

The report and recommendations of the organising ministers on the 
Committees of Managers was then considered. e 

The report ported out that many of the duties once performed by the 
organising ministers were now carried out by the Supervision Committee of 
the Board, and that the only functions left the organising ministers were 
those of ordinary members of the Committee of Managers, since almost all 
organising ministers were engaged at their own Synagogue classes on Sunday 
mornings and on certain evenings in the week. Thus it was impossible for 
them regularly to inspect the Board's classes. The recommendation was that 
the Committee of Managers should consist of three members of the Board 
who should co-opt three other persons, and should draw up a rota for visiting 
the classes, one visit at least to be paid each week. 

Mr. FRANKLIN said that he felt that the responsibility of appointing the 
Managing Committee should be taken wherever possible by the Board. 

The Rev. Istpore Harris felt that the report was too elaborate to 
prove successful. He recommended something simpler than what was 
virtually the rc-establishment of a quarter of a century old system. 

Mr. F. 5. Serers said that a large number of the members ot the Board 
seldom attended meetings and he thought that they should be asked to serve 
as managers of constituent classes. He proposed, however, that the Super- 
vision Committee should undertake the work of inspection. 

Mr, CHARLES Senac-Monreriore seid he supported the recommenda- 
tions m principle, but felt that in practiee they would break down. If they 
excluded the Rev. gentlemen there were very few members of the Board who, 
being elected for their age and experience, were under 50 years of age. He 
felt they would be unable to carry out the work they proposed, although he 
would hke to see the report adopted and carried out. 

Mr. Metter said that the. report was a mournful acknowledgement of 
the failure of the system under which the classes were worked. There was, 
it appeared, no Synagogue supervision, and managers seldom went to the 
classes which, mn fact, were visited but rarely. He asked that the Super- 
vision Committee should do what it was supposed to do, and make it their 
duty to supervise classes and report_to the Board. 

The CHarRMAN said he did not believe it impossible to find people with 
leisure who would individually visit the classes and who would give up certain 
days each month for the purpose, 

Mr. 1. Gortpston said that the charge against the Supervision 
Committee was neither just nor graceful. The Supervision Committee had 
worked hard since 1914, although their membership had continually fellen 
off. They all felt that in addition to their work, which was voluntary, there 
ehould be an inspection of the classes by the ministers who were getting out 
of the serious part of their work. If ministers were engaged on Sunday mornings 


in their own classes there were still forty Tuesdays and forty Wednesdays 


in the year in which they could strengthen the educational work. 

The Rev. Vivian Simmons said that, as one of the few ministers who 
attended the meeting which drew up the report, he must state he was not 
entirely in sympathy with it. As the meeting was attended by only seven 
ministers it could not be said to be representative of the Jewish ministers 
in London. He agreed with Mr. Goldston that surely ministers ought 
most emphatically to associate themselves more closely with this work. 
Each minister should superintend a school and thus sweep away the cumbrous 
machinery. Surely ministers could be found capable and enthusiastic enough 
to perform the work. This work was the first duty of a minister. It was not 
a question of time, and he felt that it was a reproach to them as a body that 
hitherto others had to do the work. 

The Rev. Eruram Levrxe said he thought they should find out which of 
the ministers were prepared to undertake the work, and which really had the 
leisure. It was futile to say what the duty of a minister was. Each man 
knew by his own conscience, and such remarks were offensive. The Board 
should ascertain those who were willing to work through the Supervision 
Committee and do away with the organising minister. He deplored the 
unpleasant insinuations regarding the work of visiting the classes. 

The Rev. Isiporse Harris proposed that the report should be referred 
to the Supervision Committee to be dealt with. 

The CHarmman said he welcomed the observations of Mr. Simmons 
who brought a fresh mind to the Board and who was doing the work which 
they had at heart. : 

Upon the motion of the Rev. L. GEFFEN, seconded by the Rev. I. Livine- 
STONE the report was referred to a sub-committee consisting of the Revs. 
FE. Levine, M. Rosenbaum, Dr. Eichhelz, and Messrs. C. Sebag-Montefiore, 
1. Goldston, and A, 5. Hyman. 

It was decided to advertise the work of the Board by means of posters 
and in the Yiddish Press, viz., in the Jewish Express and the Jewish Times, 
and also in London County Council Schools in the districts mainly mhabited 
by Jewish communitics. 

The Rev. Istpore Harris, speaking for the Appeal Committee, said 
that, although last year they had asked for £3,000 and had obtained £2,900, 
this year £4,000 was to be raised, and but £2,500 was so far to hand. They 
needed more because of the increase in salaries and the increased charges 
by the London Cuunty Council for Sunday tenancies, There were only 


fifteen days left of the civil year in which to acquire the requisite amounts. — 


He appealed to the community to rally to them once more, and hoped that 
next yeer larger sums would be subscribed. 
The CHAIRMAN said that they were grateful to Mr. Harris for the work

A CENTRAL CONTROL BODY NEEDED. 

A meeting of the Exccutive Committce was held on Tuesday at the 
resi¢ence of the President, Mr. F. J, Lyons, who was in the Chair. 

The Cnatm™Man referred to a paper read by Mr. Kahn at a previous 
meeting. He (Mr. Lyons) regretted that more interest was not taken in 
religious education by many in the Community. He would like to refer to 
the War Memorial Scheme, which was a very important matter for the Com- 
munity, and a very practical one. The effort for the removal of Jews’ College 
to one of the Universities had not met with entire approval. The erection of 
synagogues and the ss of ministers were all very well, but he prayed that 
no money be spent en bricks and mortar in that part of the scheme. It was 
the religious education of the young that should be first and foremost. The 
Community were not strong in unity and had a deal of lee-way to make up. 
There should be established some central body in London for the purpose of 
granting subventions to religions institutions. The absence of religious 
education in the Fast End aad West End helped to create anti-Semitism. If 
children grew up without any knowledge of their faith, the Community wonld 
have to pay the panalty. He hoped every assistance would be given to the War 
Memorial and he would like to impress upon its execllent promoters that 
religious education must be ite main factor. The election of Dr. Eichholz as 
Chairman of the Educational Sub-Committee of the schome was very 
gratifving. 

Mr. L. FRANK said that a committee for furthering the echeme had been 
formed in Bayswater, which he hoped would be the forerunner of other 
committees to be seb up. He was in agreement with the suggestion cf tho 
establishment.of a central body for the contro! of religious education all over 
the country. 

The Rev. A. A. Green said, that there need be no fear as to the feelings 
of the promoters of the movement regerding religious education. The 
question of the removal of Jews’ College was only a detail. The whole bent 
of the movement was religious education, The necessity of establishing a 
central body in London had his entire support. 

Dr. A. Evovion said that the Education Sub-Committoe of the scheme 
hoped to dweever the tote! number of. Jewish children all over the country 
and to get @ eemprcehensive statoment as to their religious requirements, 
and the cost efsame. They were going to set up a unified system of education 
and to have a competent body of inspectors who would have the confidence of 
the Community. 

Mr. F. S&S. Strers, B.Sc., read a letter which had been addressed to the 
United Synagogue by the architect of tho Stoke. Newington Synagogue, 
complaining of their school buildings being unfit for use. 

The CHAIRMAN said that there was no question that the class rooms could 
be repaired. The Synagogue authorities should apply to the Building Com- 
mittee of the United Synagogue on the mattor 


of the year which showed an income of £193, an expenditure of £124, and a 
balance of £69. 

The CHAMMAN congratulated Mr. Singer, the representative of the 
Walthamstow classes, on the splendid work he was doing in that district 
for the education of the children. He urged upon the congregation to become 
an associate of the United Synagogue now that they had eacquiréd a suitable 
building. TheChairman a!so congratulated Mr. Sidincy Jacobs for his work at 
Wandsworth and Balham. 

Mr. Frank 1, Lyons and Mr. I. Goldston wero elected representatives of 
the Union on the Counsil of the War Memorial. ) 

It wes announced that Dr. Duschinsky had resigned from the Notting 
Hill Classes, and that Mr. Sehwerzechild had been elected in his place. it 
was a’so announeed that the Rev. 8S.

Synagogue Architecture.

Sirn,—As a Jew, and an architect, | was greatly interestcd in the 
interview with Mr. Delissa Joseph, F.R.1.B.A., on “The Synagogue and 
its Architecture.” 

I must; however, disagree with him when he states that, “ those who 
look for beauty and comfort sometimes disregard the fact that both 


elements ar¢ dominated by the question of outlay.” A skilled architect 


can produce both elements, even when funds are restricted. Much money 
can be unnecessarily wasted.on expensive materials and meaningless 
ornament. Simplicity and ‘dignity should be aimed at in synagogue 
design, and these can be accomiplishéd without any lavish expenditure. 

With regard to the position of the Almemar next to the Ark, I 
question whether “it has everything in its favour and nothing against it,” 
or that “it adds dignity and tmportance to the design of the buildimg, and 
converts valuable space into first-class and re.nunerative scating accom. 
modation.” 

With the Almemar next to the Ark, the Reader is either with his back 
to the congregation, or with his back to the Ark, both of v hich are objec. 
tionabic. In ‘the several synagogues I have had to deal with, I have 
placed the Almémar in the centre. : 

The tenyporary seats that are usually placed between the Almemar 
and the Ark during the High Festivals, more than counterbalance any 
loss of seating accommodation, and at the same time do not give the 
synagogue snch an empty appearance all the year round when congrega- 
tions are unfortunately small. 

I quite agree with Mr. Joseph about the “ ill-designed, badly-coloured 
or over-colou glass.” Many of the leaded lights one sees in synagogues 
are an abomination. 

I must) apolegise for trespassing on your space, My only excuse is 
that, as Mr, says, ““a greater development of the esthetic sense,” 
and a greater appreciation of hiteeture and building generally by the 
Comnyuity; my words. wouldadd to thatiuterest.

JEWISH OFFICER MURDERED IN EGYPT. 


It has transpired that the British Officer who was shot dead some 
weeks ago, in Egypt, was a Jew--Capt. C.fon. The deceased was 
long connected with the West Central Girls’ Club, the» interests of 
which he had deep at heart. Engaged at the sanitary department of the 
London County Council, Mr. Cohen, as soon as war broke ogf, joined the 
Army, and was sent out to France inthe winter of 1914. Hewas wounded 
shortly afterwards, and returned to England Jate in 1915. Mr. Cohen 
eventually obtained a commission, nextsaw service in Palestine, 
and ultimately was stationed in Egypt till his death, in the meantime 
rising to the rank of Captain. The death of his flancée, Miss Deborah 
Levine, last March, caused him great grief. 


The King has accepted a copy of the Cardiff Jewish Roll of Honour, 
compiled by the Rev. H. Jerevitch, which shows that three hundred 
Cardiff Jews served in the great war. In a letter received by Mr. 
Jerevitch, His Majesty expresses gratification at the excellent record of 
the Cardiff Jewish community's war services.

VIII.—GIBBON AND THE JEWS. 


My Dear Cousin,—Whenever I read a book, Whatever its quality, I 
make a point of noting any references to Jews. This has been my practice 
for some years now, and I am glad I have carried it out. 1 often wish 
that all Jewish readers adopted it. Wemight collect in this way a record 
of opinions and views about Jews which, to say the least, would be 
interesting. But it might also prove suggestive for the purpose of 
correcting errors, presenting a true view of the Jew, and meeting anti- 
Semitic prejudice. Phe habit would be particularly useful in the case of 
vreat writers who have ieft their mark on the literature of the world, 

With one such great writer I have just spent three delightful months, 
|! have re-read Gibbon’'s great work, and only yesterday I reviewed my 
list of the passages wherein the historian of the Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire mention Jews. They are not numerous, considering the 
vastness of his canvas both in time and space. I suppose this means not 
that Jews did not play their part in the great drama, but that Gibbon 
concentrated on other facts. In Gibbon’s pages the Jews are only met 
with incidentally ; it would be quite impossible to obtain anything like a 
conspectus of the political status, cconomic activities, or historic develop 
ment of the Jews from the “ Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire.” 

My impression is that Gibbon did not know any Jews personally. that 
his acquaintance with them and their religion he obtained at second hand 
from all manner of writers, and that his attitude towards them was 
largely determined by the reports of the great classical historians, among 


whom Tacitus attracted him most. Nor is this remarkable. The Jewsin 
hngland in the eighteenth century were comparatively few in number, and 
can hardly be expected to have frequented the circles in which Gibbon 
mixed. Gibbon thought of a Jew as an average Englishman to-day 
thinks of a Hindoo. He was not very interested in Jews as such: and 
since Jews were attached to religion Gibbon regarded them with 
a sort of supercilious contempt. -“ Neither the violence of Antiochus, 
hor the arts of Herod, nor the example of the circumjaceht nations,” 
he writes in his famous fifteenth chapter, “could ever persuade the Jews 
to associate with the institutions of Moses the elegant mythology of the 
Greeks.” Gibbon had rather a sueaking admiration for the elegant 
mythology of the Greeks. That is one reason why he admires th: 
himperot Julian, and is able to look benigniv on his “eéxtraordinar, 
design of rebuilding the Temple of Jerusalem.” Th story of that

attempt is related in Gibbon’s best manner, with imagination 
tempered with eynicism. “At the call of their great. deliverer,” ws 
real, “the Jews from all the provinces of the Empire assembled 


on the holy mountain of their forefathers this was in 365 A.D. : and thei 
insolent triumph alarmed and exasperated the Christian inhabitants of

delicacy ; spades and pickaxes of silver were provided by the vanity of 
the rich, and the rubbish was transported in manties of silk and purple. 
Every purse was opened in liberal contributions, every hand claimed a 
share in the pious labour; and the commands of a great monarch were 
executed by the enthusiasm of a whole people.” The attempt, however, 
miscarried, and the fourth e« ntury Fathers of the Church explained the 
failure by reference to preternatural forces. Gibbon reproduces but 
disbelieves the explanation. 

On the whole, it must be admitted that the eighteenth century 
philosopher is moved whenever he’ has to relate the sufferings of Jews, 
and he plainly shows his sympathy for them in those instances, and the, 
were not few, where the persecution was due to Christian hate. In the 
year 628 the Emperor Heraclius performed a pilgrimage to Jerusalem, but 
before the Emperor was allowed to tread the consecrated grofind of the 
Holy Sepulchre the clergy insisted that it would be more in keeping with 
the respect due to the Church if he divested himself of his diadem and 
purple, the pomp and vanity of the world; “ but,” proceeds Gibbon, “in 
the judgment of his clergy the persecution of the Jews was more easily 
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reconciled with the precepts of the gospel.” It is the same when he 
narrates the attack on the Jews of Alexandria in the year 415, led by 
Cyril, the patriarch, the same whose character and religion has been 
indelibly stained by the brutal murder of Hypatia. ‘The scene is described 
with an artist's pen. “ Without any legal sentence, without any royal 
mandate, the patriarch, at the dawn of day, led a seditious multitude 
to the attack of the synagogues.” It is the old story. The Jews 
were killed, their houses of prayer rased to the ground, and the heroic 
attackers rewarded with the plunder of Jewish property. What is the 
verdict of Gibbon? “In this promiscuous outrage,” he declares 
philosophically, “the innocent were confounded with the guilty, and 
Alexandria was impoverished by the loss of a wealthy and in- 
dustrious colony.” Unfortunately, as we Jews know to our cost, 
the history of Europe is darkened with a number of similar instances. 
Cyril was not the first nor the last Jew-baiter, and the humanity of the 
great historian plainly appears on the surface wherever his duty necessi- 
tates the relation of the incidents. I wonder if you can recall the fifty- 
Cighth chapter wherein the story of the Crusades is narrated in as beautiful 
prose as any that Englishman ever wrote. Gibbon depicts the compost, 
tion of the first crusading hosts—“‘an herd of two hundred thousand, the 
most stupid and savage of the people, who mingled with their devotion 
& brutal licence of rapine, prostitution, and drunkenness.” Of such 
people as these the Jews were the helpless victims. According to 
Benjamin of Tudela (whom Gibbon quotes) the Jews in the trading cities 
of the Moselle and the Rhine were rich, generous, learned, hospitable, 
and lived in the eager hope of the Messiah. 
that. Consider the victims and their persecutors. And allin the name of

religion! “These massacres and depredations on the Jews, which were 
renewed at each crusade, are coolly related.” So Gibbon is moved to 
write (the italics are his), and he was not either an adherent or an admirer 
of Christianity. What ought a Christian to say? Wherever, in the Dark 
Ages, Christianity spread, the Jews suffered nartyrdom. “The first mis- 
sionaries who preached the gospel to the Barbarians,” we are told, 
‘claimed the benefit and toleration. But no sooner had they established 
their spiritual dominion than they exhorted the Christian kings to extirpate 
without mercy the remains of Roman or Barbaric superstition.” In due 
course these were stamped out, and then--so Gibbon informs us—" the 
intolerant spirit, which could find neither idolators nor heretics, was 
reduced to the persecution of the Jews.” What the poor, miserable 
children of Israel suffered in Spain under the early Gothic kings defies 
adequate description. But Gibbon'’s sketch is sufficient to enable us to 
realise the true inwardness of some of the items in the prayers known as 
133719 

Now and again the Jews found defenders. The great Theodoric 
(495-526), for instance. desired to establish toleration tn his realm. ana, 
despite the hatred to which Jews were subject, took their part when they 
were attacked. In Rome and Ravenna, towards the end of the second 
decade of the sixth century, a mad populace set on the Jews; “their 
persons were insulted, their effects were pillaged, and their synagogues 
were burnt.” Theodoric ordered the damage to be made good, and those 
who refused their contributions were whipped through the streets. . “ This 
simple act of justice.” comments Gibbon, * exasperated the discontent of 
the Catholics.” The case was magnified by the clergy into a persecution 
of the Church, and as Theodoric was greatly in advance of his time the 
Jews suffered in any event. One hundred and thirty years before a 
parallel case oceurred in an obscure town of the Roman Empire, on the 
borders of Persia. The monks and populace had burnt down a synagogue. 
The bishop who was held responsible was condemned by the magistrate 
of the province to rebuild the structure, ‘and this moderate sentence 
was confirmed by the Emperor,” writes Gibbon. What happened? 
Ambrose—St. Ambrose-—of Milan censured the Lmperor for this decision, 
declaring that it would be fatal to the fame and salvation of Theodosius, 
The Emperor had to recant, and the Jews were as usual sacrificed, 

These do not exhaust my references to Jews in Gibbon’s pages. 
But for the most part they tell the same tale--a tale of suffering. The 
actors, the place, the time are different. Sometimes Christians, some 
times Mohammedans, lead the attack; but the victims remain 
unchanged. Now and again we read of a converted Jew whose descen- 
dants rose to high positions in the Church; one such indeed enjoyed the 
distinction of being anti-Pope.. But these cases were rare indeed. Always 
it is the Jews who are being imposed upon. If they do not suffer actual 
persecution they are muleted with additional penal taxation, as, for 
instance, at Rome in the middle of the fifteenth century, where the 
carnival was maintained by a contribution levied on the Jews of 1,150 
florins per annum. Gibbon adds, in relating this fact (whether as comfort 
or no appears uncertain), that at the carnivals there was a foot race of 
Jewish as well as of Christian youths. 

A bold thinker might urge with justice that the Christian world of 
today owes more than an apology to the Jews of to-day for the 
treatment of the ancestors of the latter by the ancestors of the former. 
The Jews have undoubtedly been the great sufferers in history, just as 
they have been the Great Misunderstood. ‘To remedy this we need a 
readable account in English of Jewish History from the earliest times 
down to the present day. It must be written by a Jew, but not necessarily 
for Jews. The whole world must read it. Mother has often urged me to 
try my hand at such an undertaking. I really think I will.- Your loving

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ANTI-JEWISH ATTACKS. 
LIBELS ON A _ CLASS, 


Sir Alfred Mond, the First Commissioner of Works, has been awarded 
by & special jury £5,000 damages for the libels against him published by 
the defendants Fraser and Beamish, and whether he ultimately recovers 
the damages or not, his position has been amply vindicated. But the case 
has much more than a personal interest and importance (says the Law 
Journal). The attacks on the plaintiff were part of a campaign which has 
been openly carried on for some time past against Jews generally in this 
country and abroad, and the libels were attempted to be justified because, 
in the words of one of the defendants. “Internationalism and Bolshevism 
are one, and Bolshevism is Judaism.” No more serious charge could be 
made in the present state of the public mind against any sect or com. 
munity, and the vogue which has been given to it in a portion 
of the public Press hitherto considered reputable increases its 
gravity. Sometimes itis the “international Jew financier,” the capitalist, 
who is the butt of these attacks; at others it is “Jewish Bolshevists.” 
who would destroy all wealth, who are denounced. At all times it is just 
the Jew who is held up to the public hatred, as if there were no capitalists 
or socialists of other creeds, and opponents either of one class or the 
other find it convenient for their purposes to vilify him as the type. 
Civil actions will not stop these incitements to popular prejudice. The 
general mass of the Jews in the country, who are exposed by them 
to scorn, contumely and contempt, will not be benefited by any 
awards of damages, however exemplary, against particular assailants. 
A better remedy is provided by the criminal law. It seems 
to be forgotten that it is an offence against the Common Law of 
Lngland——to which appeal is even made to deny any status to the 
Jew—to libel any set or class of men, if the libel is of such a character as 
to excite the hatred of the people against all belonging to the sect or class. 
amd to conduce to breaches of the peace. That isa misdemeanour punish. 
able on indictment with fine and imprisonment, and it is not necessary to 
wait tilla breach of the peace has actually occurred if the tendency is 
tlear from the words of the libel itself (Gdqere on Libel, p. 456). In the 
American courts, where the principles of our Common Law are 
vigorously maintained, this rule has been applied in quite recent 
times to repress anti-Semitic agitations, and there is no reason to 
think that our own Courts would be less inclined to give effect 
to it. If authority is required for such action, it is to be found in 
the Osborn Cas: i432) (2 Barnard, 158), where, on a libel against a 
lnaly of Jews, it was held that “the whole community of the Jews are 
struck at. and whenever that is the case the Court ought to interfere.” 
With the result that a Rule was granted for acriminal information against 
the defendants. And in the more recent case of Ried. t. Crathercol 

Insts) (2 Lewin C.C, 237) the same principle was applied to protect 
homan Catholics who had been attacked, with appeals to “ British blood ” 
two peut down alleged abuses in convents. The principle is clear; it rests 
only with the proper authorities to put down by criminal proeess the 
attempts of “wicked and ill<lisposed persons ”—-to adopt the common 
form of the indictment—who are combining to hurt the good name of the 
Jewish Community, and to bring them into contempt. The law is strong 
cnough to deal with these libellous attacks: the result of the Mond case 
show s shat juries can be equally relied on to deal out cven-handed justice 
to a section of their felow-citizens who are unfairly attacked.

He treated it, indeed, as a sort of family “ ghost” ; and 
the fact that the defendants in the case treated it as a reality-——or rather 
maltreated it—was no vindication by the plaintiff, and certainly not of 
“Jewish honour.” Nor do we sce that Sir Alfred's very handsome 
donation to Zionist funds can possibly have altered the view that any 
self-respecting Jew, Zionist though he be, should take of the matter, 
Perchance. if Sir Alfred had been keen in his life and by his life to vindi- 
cate Jewish honour—he and his parents — we should not as a Community 
have had to suffer the anti-Semitic mud-slinging that was flung at us 
through him in the case.

Some Official Statements.

THE EDITOR.) 

Sirn,—I have read with great interest MENTOR’S articles upon the 
cond tion of Judaism and Jewry generally in Birmingham, and I have 
also read the whole of the subsequent correspondence in your paper. | 
have hitherto thought it politic to keep out of the correspondence, but in 
view of the misstatements on the part of several of your correspondents, 
I, as President of the Singer's Hill Congregation, think it only right that 
these misstatements should be contradicted and the position of the 
Singer's Hill Institution justified as far as possible. 

Your correspondent, Mr. 8. Belman, suggests in a most airy manner 
the establishment of several synagogues in various parts of the City of 
Birmingham to suit the convenience of the local Jewish residents, anil 
he further. suggests that these synagogues should be established through 
the influence and under the auspices of the Singer's Hill Institution. Mr. 
Belinan makes no suggestions whatever as to the manner in which these 
Various synagogues are to be supported, nor even the source from Which 
the money required to establish them can be obtained; he dismisses 
these most important considerations with a remark to the effect that the 
financial arrangements need not trouble the promoters. 

A few years ago, a Conference was held in Birmingham of several 
enthusiastic young men who were anxious to promote the establishment 
of a Reform Synagogue, feeling as they did that the Singer's Hill institu. 
tion did not satisfy their moral and spiritual needs. The promoters of 
this movement definitely stated that they had no desire to do anything 
whatever detrimental to the interests of the Singer's Hill Congregation. 
This Reform Movement started under most favourable auspices, but, as 
far as I can understand, languished through the want of sufficient 
financial support and also through the outbreak of the recent war. In 
answer to Mr. Belman, I can vouch for the fact that the Singer's Hill 
Institution has never been actively opposed to the establishment of another 
synagogue in Birmingham, but, in view of the difficulty we every year 
have in making both ends meet, we cannot be expected to support finan 
cially the establishment of another synagogue in Birmingham; neither 
can the Singer's Hill Institution, which is established and carried on as 
an Orthodox congredation under the Chief Rabbi and the Ecclesiastical 
Authorities, actively promote the establishment of a synagogue on the 
lines of reform. 

Your correspondent, Mr. A. Hamburger, mentions that Singer's Hill 
(Congregation refused the Birmingham branch of the Sinai League leave 
to use the Congregational Schoolrooms. The application was for the 
roolus every Saturday and Sunday evening, and in view of the rooms 
being used by other institutions on those nights, it was found impossible 
to accede to such a request. Later on the request was modified, and the 
Secretary of the Congregation wrote the Secretary of the Sinai League 
Branch asking him to meet me in order to talk the matter over. An 
appointment for this meeting had been arranged for the Lith inst. 

Your correspondent, Mr. Adolph Rich. mak-+s in his letter several 
misstatements concerning What has transpired between the Holloway 
Head Synagogue and the Singer's Hill Institution. The facts are as 
follows: 

In response to a request from Holloway Head, the Wardens of Singer's 
Hill met representatives of that institution, when they put forward their 
request to be an independent body, and be placed on the same footing as 
Wrottesley Street Beth Hamedrash, that they would conform to the Laws 
and Kegulations of the Singer's Hill Congregation, in consideration of our 
granting them a subsidy of £100 per annuin. After very careful considera 
tion, and in view of the fact that Holloway Head was working entirely in 
opposition to Wrottesley Street, the Council] of Singer's Hill in the face of 
their agreement with Wrottesley Street decided that they could not fall 
in with the suggestion. The members of the Holloway Head Chevra have 
never been refused Cheskas Hakehilla by Singer's Hill: in fact this has 
never been refused to any person in Birmingham within mV recollection, 

When the establishment of the Holloway Head Synagague caine tothe 
knowledge of the Chief Rabbi, he paid a pastoral visit to Birmingham to 
Investigate matters Asa result of this visit, and at the request of the 
Chief Rabbi, Singer's Hill wrote to Holloway Head asking them toappointa 
deputation to meet representatives of the Singer's Hill Institation in 
conference in order to make attempts at the evolution of some working 
arrangement. This conference was duly held, but in view of the attitude 
assumed thereat by the Holloway Head representatives, no result \- as 
achieved. The Holloway Head representatives left the conference to 
report to their committee and to write to Singer's Hill with further suuves 
tions, but no communication has since been received from them. No 
opposition to the Holloway Head SVnagorue has ever been organised by 
Singer's Hill; the latfer would never stoop to such petty means. No 
communication having been received from Holloway Head, Singer's Hil! 
could not make any further overtures to them. 

The statement by Mr. 5S. Belman and “ Onlooker”™ that Mitzvot were 
apportioned to the favoured few is entirely without foundation, as can be 
testified by those who regularly attend synagogue.

your Committee bas met twice since the last meeting of the Board. 

Your ( omimittee has considered the new British Nationalit, and Status of 
\hens Bill introduced into the House of Lords by Ear! Stanhope. The Com 
nittee recommends that as the Bill is unlikely to be passed in its present form 
t should not be dealt with until it reaches the House of Commons. 7 

The Committee has learnt from the Clerk to the Yarmouth ¢ orporation that 
the City Council when the question of the sale or letting of the disused cemetery

Your Committee made all necessary arrangements for the Deputation to the 
ifome Secretary on the subject of the Aliens Restriction Bill and the plight of 
the dependents of Russians who had left this country under the Military Con 
vention. This matter is dealt with separately on the Board’s agenda. The Bill 
having passed the House of Commous, is now in the House of Lords, aud the 
(Committee is watching it closely. A number of amendments have been put 
down by members of the House of Lords. Your Committee has asked Lord 
huckmaster to accord an interview to its Chairman and Lord Rothschild on the 
subject of the two amendments in which the Jewish Community is most deep! 
interested, viz.: the right of appeal against Deportation Orders and the rein- 
statement of the Immigration Boards. 

The Committee is of opinion that if Lord Buckmaster should be unfavour- 
able to the Board's amendments being moved in the House of Lords. it would 
be useless to make any further endeavour in that direction, particularily in view 
of the fact that the Bill, if amended, will have to come again before the House of 
commons, which has already expressed its Opinion on the subject. 

The Home Secretary has refused to reinstate the Immigration Boards but 
has promised to eonsider any facts which may be represented to him bv the 
Hoard as regards aliens seeking to land. In view of this promise and of the fact 
that 70 per cent. of the appeals from the decision of the Aliens Officer to the 
immigration Board were snécessfal, the Committee recommends that if the 
necessary Tunds are placed at its disposal officers should be appointed at the

Mr. B. S. STRAUS (East London Synagogue) said that he agreed with 
Mr. Henriques that the reply of the Home Secretary looked worse than 
it really was. He thought that p:cat advantage would accrue from the 
interview, and there could be nu question of the Home Secretary s 
sympathy. He had promised that if an orler was made and it conld be 
shown that a grievance existed, the carryiu, out of the order would be 
postponed and the case considered afresh. Ths’ was a matter of con- 
siderable importance, and proved conclusively u ertain amount of 
senuine sympathy on the part of Mr. Shortt. They could not yet tell 
what would be the final form of the Aliens Bill, but they owed a deep 
debt of gratitude to the liberal-minded peers who had attacked the 
measure. Lord Buckmaster’s speech in the House of Lords showed that 
the Jews still had honest-minded friends in this conntry, and they grate- 
fullv acknowledged the fact. He proceeded to deal, with the Chairman's 
permission, with a personal matter. He understood that after he had 
left the last meeting, Mr. Maarice Jacobs Phd made an attack on himand 
conveyed the impression that he had been originally in favour of the old 
Aliens Bill and had desired its passage into law. This wasabsolutely and 
utterly untrue, but as he valued the opinion of his fellow-deputies he 
asked permission to explain the facts. He pointed out that when he 
was a candidate for Mile End it was alleged that he and certain other 
Mast End Liberal candidates desired the free entry of criminal and 
diseased aliens, and at the suggestion of Mr. Wedgwood Benn, whose 
veneral attitude on the aliens question was well known, they had sent a 
letter to Sir Henry Campbell Bannerman suggesting that no opposition 
should be offered on the second re adding, feeling confident thatall neces 
sary amendments could be secured in Committee. His own attitude on 
the question was sufficiently shown in his maiden speech in the House, 
in which he had pleaded for political and religious refugees. 

Ald. H. WALFORD (Bayswater) referred to the question of the depen. 
dents of Russians who he had reason to know were harshly treated by 
some Boards of Guardians, and he suggested that such cases of injustice 
should be brought to the notice of the Deputies. 

The Rev. Z. Dimson (Artillery Lane) urged that representations on the 
Aliens Bill could still be usefully made to Mefnbers of Parliament. 

Mr. ISAAC LANDAU (United Synagouue) said that as one of the deputa- 
tion he had shared in the keen sense of disappointment in the Home 
Secretary sreply. He didnot fhink they could have gone with a stronger 
case or a juster cause. On the question of deportation Mr. Lionel de 
Rothschild had received an absolute promise that some form of appeal 
would be conceded but when they got before Mr. Shortt he had gone 
round the question very carefully and avoided any promise of setting up 
an appellate tribunal. They could hardly conceive of a case of 4 man 
who might have been twenty or thirty years in this country being 
expelled without any right of appeal. It was very lamentable that, 
whereas strong churchmen like Lord Phillimore and Lord Parmoor were 
prepared to get up to defend the alien, not a single Jewish member could 
be found to stick up for the Jewish cause. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Mr. Kiley has shown that that is not the case. 

Mr. LANDAU said that Mr. Lionel de Rothschild had done what he 
could, but had no support from other Jewish members. The Home 
Secretary had shown himself ignorant of one very important “feature of 
the question of admission. The evidence that an alien could produce was 
in this country, where there were friends and relatives who could speak 
for him, and at some stage these people should have a hearing. 

The CHAIRMAN said that in justice to Mr. Shortt, it should be stated 
that he had promised a re-hearing in any case of hardship. 

Mr. LANDAU said that a re-hearing before an administrative official 
was ofnouse. Immigration officers were not competent to deal with the 
class of case that came before them. They ought strongly to press for the 
re-introduction of the Immigration Board, 

A DISGRACEFUL SCENE. 

Mr. MAURICE JAcoBs (Brighton), replying to Mr. Straus, said that at 
the last meeting he had brought a certain charge against Mr. Straus, who 
had made a statement which reflected on the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee and some members of Parliament who had done their best for 
the Jewish community, and he had said that on a previous oceasion Mr. 
Straus had practically sold the Jewish community. Me was proceeding

Mr. M. TURNER-SAMUELS (Newcastle) said that it was an absolute 
scandal that the time of the Deputies should be wasted by these personal 
reminiscences.

PRESENTATION TO LEEDS. 

WE reproduce two remarkable pictures by Mr. Jacob Kramer, 
which form part of a collection that has been presented by the 
Jewish Community of Leeds to that city. 

To the Jews of Leeds there is only one artist whom they asso- 
ciate with modern art, and whom thev regard as unnsual, nay 
bizarre ond revolutionary, one who has his own message and 
expresses his own outlook on life in form and colour. This artist 
is Mr. Jacob Kramer. The appeal which he makes to the Jews of 
Leeds is not only due to his association with the city as the place of 
his education anddomicile, but also to his outlook as expressed in his 
work. He has chosen Jewish subjects, and has regarded his work 
us a vehicle for expressing a Jewish consciousness and outlook and 
au depth of that tragic emotion which ischaracteristicof Jewish life. He 
has felt, subconsciously nodoubt, the wave of optimism which hascome 
over Jewry during the last twenty vears, the growth of that indepen 
dence of outlook and national consciousness which is uplifting Jewry 
from the degraded and gloomy apects of Ghetto life. Like all Jews, he 
feels the gloom, though he gropesto the light. He has felt that the 
tragedy of the Jew and his great racial sentiments can be presented 
to the world as those of a people worthy of light and development, 
ond that expression shall be the great art which shall transcend 
Jewry and be universal. The collection comprises two paint 
ings and adrawing. In his painting, “ On the Day of Atonement,” 
there is the elemental religious sentiment of Jewry of all time, 
shorn of the decorative and utilitarian setting of the svnagogue 
without priest or cantor; these 
tense. bowed, and praving 
figures, enrobed in their ancient 
vestments, are but the proclaim 
ers of an age-long passion, their 
minds fixed on the dead past, 
where lay their greatness,on the 
future. which shall see the glory 
of the awakening dead: the tense 
dark background,the modelling 
of line and form and colour, all 
turn to the singleconception of a 
composition which shall throw 
up undisturbed the workings of 
mighty spirit. 

The figures which are grou ped 
in cubic form possess, on close 
eXamination, completely similar 
features, It is the poise of each 
head, expressing as it does the 
Various emotions of faith. hope. 
and a deep inner sense of righte- 
ousness and religion, that lends 
the necessary assimilarity. The 
picture is a veritable poe of 
Atonement,—At-one-ment, the 
sense of God's unitvandof man’s 
union with God through repent. 
ance. ‘That ts what Kramer's 
picture speaksto us from out the 
sombre canvas on which it is 
executed. One God, one idea, 
one People eternally hoping and 
praying for the glory that was of 
old—such is the unmistakeable 
message. The picture, which is 
impressionist and strongly in- 
fluenced by Cubism, is executed 
in that bold style that charac- 
terises Kramer's work. 

The second picture, which is 
entitled “Pogroms,. 1919: “Hear 
our voice, O Lord, our God,” is 
of the widowed mother in Israel, 
bereft by a cruel and relentless 
foe of all that which she cher- 
ished, and crying in her piteous . 
desolation to the Eternal God of 
Israel. The picture is symbolic in 
that such a tigureot Tragedy has | 
stood andcriedaloud in the wilderness during the 1900 vears of Jewish 
exile. At no time in all that dark galuth has it been possible to say 
that every mother in Israel lived in the security of civil rights as 
have other nations. And yet, withal, there is an intense dignity in 
all her sorrow. The monument of Jewish suffering which 
has cu]minated in the twentieth century in some of the most terrible 
deeds that ever compassed it, stands erect and cries, if in despair, 
still in faith: “ Hear our voice,O Lord our God!" No torture that 
man can devise, no anguish of slaughtered dear ones, of sons and 
daughters butchered before her eyes, can dim them to the existence 
of the God Who will redeem His people “ speedily and in our days.” 

In execution, Pogroms”’ depends upon a cleverly-manipulated 
exaggeration to enforce its meaning. The human skeleton, told so 
poignantly. by the expressive drapery, raises a face marred by suffering 
so as to be hideous in the extreme.- The hands, which are unpro- 
portionately large, drop helplessly to tbe figure’s side and speak 
vividly of the hapeless strife which is well-nigh at an end. 

Mr. Kramer is heartily to be congratulated upon his work, and 
the Jewries not alone of Leeds, tut of the world over, are to be 
congratulated on possessing an artist of such extraordinary power 
und such deep Jewish sympathy.

BOLSHEVISM AND JUDAISM. 


By. Dr. MAX NORDAU. 


The ethical formula of anti-Semitism has been pungently con- 
densed by that shrewd, smiling philosopher, old Lafontaine, in his 
classical fable of the Wolf and the Lamb, Of course, you remember 
the charming little piece of poetry. The bloodthirsty brute, roam 
ing in the flelds, beheld a poor little lamb quenching its thirst in a 
rivulet. It pounced uron the innocent creature and howled: ~ You 
ure wading in the brook and troubling my drinking water.” “But I 
am in the lower reach of the river and water does not stream up- 
wards.” “And last spring you offended me,” put in the wolf. 
“ How could I. as I was not born then?” ~ Well, if it was not you, 
then it was one of your family,” and without losing another word, 
the monster killed and devoured its victim. 

Long before the French poet, popular wisdom expressed the 
same conception much more briefly by saying: “~ When you want to 
drown your dog, you call it mad.” Primitive savagery and in-born 
criminality display their base propensities without any attempt at 
disguise. Civilised scoundrels add hypocrisy to their instinctive 
infamy, and pretend to explain and justify their misdeeds with 
clumsily or adroitly invented plausible reasons, which are calculated 
to make the worst transgressions of every divine and human law 
appear as righteous and even commendable acts. 

Xenophobia, the aversion against, the hatred of, everything 
distinct from oneself is an ele. 
mentary feeling. It is not 
a limited to mankind. It 18 pre- 
human, sub-human. It is found 
in animals. It is overcome only 
by highly developed minds who 
have risen above blind prejudice 
and attained the capacity for 
impartial judgment. Since its 
dispersion the people of Israel 
has always lived as a smal! 
minority among the nations,and 
has naturally been the object 
of the: repulsion which always 
and everywhere surrounds the 
alien. Anti-Semitism, therefore, 
is as old as the expulsion of the 
Jewsfrom their own Palestinian 
homeland by the conquering 
Romans. At all times, and in 
all places, the Jew encountered 
what Zangwill ably called the 
“ DISLIKE OF THE UNLIKE.” 
Disarmed, weak, and unpro-. 
tected as he was, he became 
the predestined victim of the 
bestiality of the masses, who 
could with impunity vent on 
him their lust of torture and 
murder, their greed for looting 
and robbing, their cruel whims 
and habitual overbearing. 

In the darkest ages the 
horrible brutality of the 
majorities disdained pretexts. 
“We are strong and you are 
weak. You are unable to resist 
us, therefore we attack you.” 
| That was sufficient. Somewhat 
later, the then all-powerful 
Church furnished a first excuse 
for the criminal propensities of 
the crowd. The Jews were 
Deicides. They had killed the 
god of Christianity. So it was 
only a just retaliation when 
they were stripped of all their 
property, sullied, ill-treated, put 
to death in their turn. Other 
sinister inventions reinforced this first and capital accusation, one 
of the oldest and most persistent of which is the Blood Libel. 
|! have no doubt as to its origin. It is the imputation to the Jews 
of some abominable rite of Black Magic which the people them. 
selves practised, but which was absolutely unknown to the Jews. 
To this very day there are to be found in Spain ~ Sacamantecas,” 
ghoulish vagabonds who kill children for their blood, which in the 
popular superstition passes as the infallible remedy of consumption. 
No cultivated man believes now seriously in this wild concoction. 
No responsible person dares to incriminate Western Jews with this 
medieval calumny. But rabid anti-Semites continue to use it every. 
where as a handy means for exciting against us the passions of the 
mob and for entertaining its murderous prejudices against us. . Even 
such.a serious scholar as Sir James Fraser does not refrain from 
winding up the chapter, in the third volume of the “ Golden Bough,” 
on the habit of torturing and killing a man during the Spring 
festivals among the Babylonians and Egyptians—mind, not among 
the Jews, but among these neighbours of theirs—with the following 
strange remarks: 

All students of popular religions know with what extraordinary 
tenacity the lowest forms of superstition survive in the ignorant masses, 
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Jewish or Gentile; it would not be astonishing if from time to time some 
recrudescence of primitive barbarism should manifest itself among the 
least civilised groups of the Jewish community. 
A great many similar items have to be added to the list of 
SHAMELESS LIES 


by which anti-Semitic rascals justified their periodieal crimes and 
permanent persecution of the Jewish minority whom they made 
their habitual prey. The Jews poisoned the wells, and brought 
about by this means the murderous epidemics that, in the Middle 
Ages and even later, swept over whole continents. The Jews 
were professional bloodsuckers and fed on the marrow of the people 
withont doing any useful work with their own hands. Their only 
occupation, their only role in the National economy was usury. 
That accomplished type of a learned ninny, that incarnation of stupid 
pedantry, and of silliness packed. with vain reading and incoherent 
quotations, Professor (of course!) Werner Sombart, has expounded 
this preposterous theory, somewhat modernised and clothed in. pre. 
tentious language in two heavy volumes, the falseness and malignity 
of which I exposed in an American review when they were first 
published. 

And now we come to the most recent departure of anti-Semitic 
infamy. We must be just even towards our most heinous enemy. 
Anti-Semitism keeps pace with time; it_is always up to date. It 
has found a rejuvenescence of the accusation of Deicide, of the blood 
libel, of the denunciation of well-poisoning, of habitual usury. The 
brand new avatar of these antiquated, hoary crimes bears the name 
of Bolshevism, 

“ Hearken, old world and new, hearken all .ve peoples of the 
carth, 

JEWS, 
Therefore, let us recur without losing one

all Jews are Bolsheviks! 
moment, to the good 
old methods, let us 
massacre the Jews, 
violate their women, 
cut to pieces their little 
ones, pilfer and. steal 
their property, destroy 
their homes. This is 
theonly meansof saving 
civilisation from its 
deadly enemies, the 
Bolsheviks, otherwise 
the Jews.” 

If anti-Semitism 
were able to blush, it 
would be covered with 
shame at this, its latest 
exploit. True, Trotsky 
is of Jewish extraction. 
So are some leaders of 
the Spartacist move- 
ment in Germany. But 
what kind of Jews are 
thev? They have long 
since severed all bonds 
hetween themand their 
kin. $Thev have dis- 
damfully cast off Juda 
ism. There is nothing 
in common between 
them and ourselves. 
When at the beginning 
of the Bolshevist ex. 
cesses in Russia, 2 
deputation of the Pc tro- 
Jews, with the 
Rabbi at their head, 
waited upon Trotsky 
und appealed to him in order to obtain bis intervention in 
favour of the gravely imperilied community, he replied icily 
that he was an internationalist, and took not the slightest in- 
terest in Jews and Judaism. Of the Jews connected with the German 
Spartacists it is notorious that they have formally left the fold 
of and declured themselves “without religion,’ 
Konfessionslos. So what have we Jews to do with those renegades ? 
What right has anti-Semitism to lay their doings—bad, indifferent, 
or good—at our door? Judaism produced Jesus. 
honour and revere us for that? Judaism has produced Trotsky 
und some other outcasts of the stamp. How dare 
anti-Semites hold us responsible for them? If you. establish 
« solidarity between all the soms of our race, we must have the 
benefit of the Judaisin of Jesus, of Saint Paul, of such champions 
of order and law as Beaconsfield, Crémieux, Luzzatti, and 
Lord Reading. If this benefit is denied us, you disavow your own 
principle of solidarity, and we throw the Trotskys and other

contemptuously in your teeth. 

~T have conceded unbesitatingly that some Bolsheviks are of 
Jewish éxtraction, although they have long ceased to be Jews in 
any other than the purely ethnographical sense of the word. But 
the calumny that all, or many Jews are Bolsheviks is such a bare- 
faced. brazen lie that self-respect forbids discussimg or controverting 
it. The Jews have everywhere won for themselves the unshaken 
reputation of- an exemplatily law-abiding people. They are every- 
where the mainstay of order. They are industrious almost toa 
fault, and loathe shirkers of work and idlers, lazybones, and brag-

THE MOSAIC LAW IN POLITICS.—IL. 


“ When thine enemy falleth rejoice not, and let not thy heart be glad when he 
stumbleth.”’— Proverbs rric., 17. 

We have shown that the Mosaic Law absolutely prohibits the 
indulgence of revenge. There is a wide difference, however, between 
the Mosaic prohibition of revenge and the principle of non-resistance to 
evil taught by Christianity. Judaism does not encourage revenge, but 
neither does it counsel self-effacement. The difference between the two 
doctrines is characteristic, and is, perhaps, to be accounted for in this 
way: Pauline Christianity regards man as a fallen creature, and from 
this point of view it is but a step to the idea that the assertion 
of his rights is to be discouraged as being incompatible with his 
degraded state. It is the glory of Judaism that it proclaims the 
innate dignity of human nature. Man is created in the Divine image— 
he bears upon his brow the imprint of his origin. He nas within him a 
personality, an individuality, which no one can ‘ustly assail; and this is 
his title to liberty. The Mosaic doctrine of Human liberty is no mere 
vague phrase; it has far-reaching, practical consequences. On its broad 
and ample basis rests the whole body of ethics and the entire seience of 
jurisprudence. The profoundest philosophies the world has known have 
not been able to advance beyond it. Kant’s famous formula: “Act so 
that in thyself and others humanity may always be employed as an end 
in itself. never as a means to an end,” is nothing more than the Mosaic 
principle expressed in philosophical language. And Herbert Spencer’, 
principle of justice: 
“Every man is free to 
do that which he wills, 
provided he infringes not 
the will of any other 
nan ”—what is that but 
the summing up in a 
sentence of the “Judg- 
ments” which Moses 
placed before the children 
of Israel? They were 
for the protection 
of human rights. But 
constituted as society is, 
such rights can only be 
secured by the operation 
of punishment. That this 
punishment should be 
exactly proportioned to 
the amount of suffering 
inflicted by the wrong- 
doer isofthe very essence 
of justice. The Les 
Palronisis the expression 
of this principle ina con- 
crete form. 

THE PRINCIPLE OF 

PUNISHMENT. 

The objections levelled 
at the law in modern 
times are aimed at the 
principle of punishment 
itself. We live in an age 
which isinclined to view 
offences against the law 
with leniency, to regard 
punishment as a survival from far-off times when cruelty and vindictive. 
ness reigned supreme. There is a tendency nowadays to regard crime 
rather than a wilful transgression of the law. The tendency 
is: connected with the modern theory professed by some thinkers 
that the will is not free. The criminal being thus regarded as the victim 
of cireumstances,-it seems in the last degree cruel to punish him 
for that over which he has no _ control. This theory of 
irresponsibility is radically unsound, and fraught with grave evils to 
society. Yet it has many champions, and it has originated an entirely 
new conception of punishment. According to the older theory, punish- 
ment was retributive in its object. The law had been broken, and justice 
demanded reparation. The modern view is that the purpose of punish- 
ment is deterrent and reformative. There is no doubt much truth in this 
view, but the older theory must not bediscarded. The idea of retribution 
is too deep-seated in the moral consciousness to be eradicated. If we 
believe that man is a moral agent, we must also hold that if he breaks 
the social law he has deserved punishment. It is not sufficient, however,

garts. They are level-headed, steady people, the very lncdumation of 
common sense, and utterly inaccessible to evident absurdities— 
and with these qualities we should be Bolsheviks! 

if the Anti-Semites sav it because they believe it, they are the 
most unfathomable, the most irreclaimable idiots mankind has 
ever produced. HM they say it without believing it, they are the 
most cowardly, the most abject creatures that ever dishonoured our 
species. 
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that we should hold this opinion ; we must endeavour to bring the criminal! 
to the belief, and to accept his punishment as just. The judgment of 
society on the wrong-doer must become the judgment of the wrong-doer 
on himself. This is what we have to aim at in our social reforms 
to associate with our infliction of punishment such educational and 
religious influences as will lead the criminal to such a state of mind, 
The end is difficult to reach, but is surely not impossible of attainment. 
Its practicability will hardly be doubted by those who have faith in the 
ultimate triumph of human virtue. To such faith Judaism lends 
powerful encouragement. If it isa fact that men may rise on stepping: 
stones of their dead selves to higher things, it is no less true that the 
corrective discipline of punishment may become the means by which such 
beneficent changes are wronght. 
THE SERMON ON THE MOUNT. 

But we must be no less fair to the New Testament than to the Old. 
If we maintain that the language of the /.ce Talionis is idealistic and 
rhetorical, the same may be asserted of the Sermon on the Mount. 
It may suit the purpose of “Verax” to contrast the harshness of 
the Law of Moses with the mercifulness of the Law of Christ. 
But we will be more just to the Founder of Christianity 
than his modern champion, and say that one «does less than 
justice to the Sermon on the Mount if one seeks to interpret 
every word of its noble utterances literally. These are ideals 
of conduct which the author sets forth, but like all ideals unattainable in 
actual practice. In the world in which we live. no one could be expected 
to turn the left cheek to one who has smitten him on the right. But the 
impracticability of the advice need not blind us to the beauty of its 
idealism. Bat the Sermon on the Mount has been sadly misinterpreted 
for other reasons: “ Ye have heard that it was said, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour and hate thine enemy, but [ say unto you, Love your enemies 
and pray for them that persecute you” (Matthew v., 43, 44). Jesus 
knew his Torah too well, and those to whoin he was. speaking 
were too familiar with it, for him to have uttered such words. 
Nowhere does the Law of Moses teach us to hate our enemy. 
What, then, did he say’? The dificulty has been acutely solved 
by the late Prof. Schechter, who writes in his “Studies of Judaism” 
(Second Series, pp. 116-7). “Now it is this conscience of Israel which is 
not satistied with the lesson to be derived from the Scriptures at the first 
glance, or rather the first hearing, but insists upon its expansion. Thus 
when interpreting Lev. xix., 36, the Rabbis somehow managed to derive 
from it the law of, ‘let your speech be yea, yea; nay, nay.’ Again, when 
commenting upon the Seventh Commandment, they interpreted it in 
such a way as to include the prohibition of even an unchaste look or 
immoral thought. The rules of interpretation by which such maxims 
were derived from the Scriptures would perhaps not satisfy the modern 
philologian. 

ONE FUNDAMENTAL LAW. 

They, indeed, belong to the ‘second sense’ of the Scriptures, the 
sensc which is the heart and soul of all history and development. * God hath 
spoken once, twice have I heard this’ (Ps. lxii., 12) which verse isinterpreted 
by the Rabbis to mean that Scripture is capable of many interpre- 
tations or hearings. But it is interesting to find that these interpretations 
of the Scriptures tending to improve upon the ‘first sense ' are ‘sometimes 
introduced by the formula: ‘I might hear so and so, therefore there is a 
teaching to say that, etc. “WI? «ve « Put into 
modern language, the formula means this: The words of the Scriptures 
night at the first glance (or first hearing) be conceived to have this or that 
meaning, but if we consider the context or the way in which the sentences 
are worded, we must arrive at a different conclusion. This parallel may 
perhaps throw some light on the expression, ‘ you have heard that it was 
said . . . but I say unto you,’ a phrase frequent in the Sermon on 
the Mount. After the declaration made by Jesus of his attach- 
ment to the Torah, ik is not likely that he would quote passages 
from it showing its inferiority. The only way to get over the 
dificulty is to assume that Jesus used some such phrase as 
the one just quoted “28 Dw, * I might hear,’ or ‘one might hear.’ 
that is to say, ‘one might be mistaken in pressing the literal sense 
of the verses in question too closely.” Against suchanarrow way of deal- 
ing with Scripture he warned his disciples by some formula, as 
WO? TWO7N ‘ there is a teaching to say that the words must not be taken 
in such a sense.’ But the formula being a strictly Rabbinical idiom, it 
was not rendered quite accurately by the Greek translator. Hence the 
apparent contradiction between Matt. v., 17-20, and the matte: following 
upon these verses.” Fairly interpreted, there is nothing in the Sermon 
on the Mount to which Jews can take exception. [tis when the “ Veraxes” 
of theology set up that teaching as something superior to the Law of 
Moses, and ignore its author's emphatic approval of the same Law 
(Matthew v., 17), that Jews are driven in self-vindication to question a 
doctrine which is actually based upon their own teaching.

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MR. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE 
ON THE JEWISH SITUATION. 


ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION, 
ANNUAL MEETING. 


The Aunual Meeting of the Association was held on Sunday in the 
Central Synagogue Chambers. 

Mr. CLACDE G. Montreriore, President, was in the chair, and 
delivered the following address: 

Mr. MONTEFIORE said: very much regret that, owing fo circum. 
stances over which we have had no control, and which were nobody's fault, 
we have been unable to meet this year for our Annual Meeting in one of 


our Branches outside London. In London our proceedings are always 
tamer than elsewhere. And the regulation by which meetings in the 
provinces alternate with*meectings in London has proved a thoroughly 
sound and “salutary rule, 1 hope that it may not again have to be 
suspended for a long while. 

[In moving the adoption of our report, let me recall to you the fact 
that the work of the Association has a double aspect. it is divisible into 
two very distinct parts. Both arc humanitarian, both, in the highest 
sense, are charitable, and both are also thoroughly Jewish. They are 
Jewish, not merely in the sense that they concern Jews, but in the 
sense that they strive for objects which are consonant with the spirit of 
Judaism, and which should appeal to every Jewish heart. 

The first part of this work is educational, and it is for this part of the 
work that we require and plead for financial support. Now surely educa- 
tion ought to be an object on which Jows, to whatever section or party 
they may belong, should look with sympathy and favour. Yet whether 
it be that the modern Jew has lost his interest in education, or again that 
the beneficiaries, in our particular case, reside far away from the shores 
of England, or again, as Ll have often suggested, that education arouses no 
party spirit or no passionate emotion,—whatever the cause, the fact 
remains that the Anglo-Jewish Association is the worst supported, and 
It is, therefore, the 
institution, ~which, though it gives, as I admit, very little work to its 


the least popular, of all our communal institutions 


President, gives also very little encouragement. Neither Zionist nor anti- 
Zionist. neither orthodex nor liberal, has anything to say against its 
objects. Ona the contrary: men of all these four parties are found upon 
its council, and so far as its educational policy and labours are concerned, 
there is rarely any difference of opinion, and when there 1s, it does not 
express itself on party lines. But unfortunately, when money is asked 
for, it is rarely forthcoming, or forthcoming only in a most exiguous degree. 
Our work concerns the well being of a very large number of Jews and 
Jewesses. But they live in 
UNPOPULAR COUNTRIES 

and even if some of them live in a popular country, they stand outside the 
range of fayour. The Jews of Persia or Morocco or India or Mesopotamia 
live neither in England nor in Palestine, and they will probably continue 
to live neither in England nor in Palestine. And so, I suppose, nobody 
cares about, or is willing to make the smallest sacrifice for, their educa- 
tional necessities. They go by the wall. Their fate and their fortunes 
are remote ; they do not stir the imagination ’ they are ve ry unromantic ; 
they can easily be disregarded. Another reason for the neglect and 
poverty of the Anglo-Jewish Association may be that there are few rivh 
people in England who come from the places in which our money is spent. 
There is now a large number of rich Jews in Lngland who are of Russian 
and Polish origin, but they tarn a wholly deaf car to our appeal, perhaps 
because We do not at present spend money for education in Russia or 
Poland. 

it may be asked, if the Anglo Jewish Association was formed, and ‘s 
maintained, to look after the material, moral, and spiritual well-being of 
those many Jews and Jewesses who cannot yet entirely depend upon 
themselves, why should we.merely ask for, and spend, money in educa- 
tion” And I think it would be a very good thing if we had not to do so. 
If people would give us enough, we could relax the unwritten rule. For 
money is often wanted for PUL POs outside education —for help after a 
fire, or in a famine, or for other reasons. And on sich occasions the 
Anglo Jewish Association has either to refuse to help, or to issue iL 
special, and frequently an unsuccessful, appeal. Then, again, the semi- 
political side of our work, of which | shall have to say more later on, has 
often required money, not for secret services, but for open and public 
services, and such money, too, cannot come from our funds, and is not 
found in our treasury. If [thought that the gain would be adequate and 
large, I should be the first to argue for a change. But as things now are, 
the risk would be too great. For look at our balance sheet, which you 
have also to adopt. It is very easy to adopt, for it does not cost you a 
penny todoso. You will notice that the sum, on which we can more or 
less rely that it will recur to us with regularity, is under £3,000 a year ; 
more precisely, in the last financial year it was £2,736. And note also 
that, of this £2,736, £536 came from the Dominions, though I am very 
pained and astonished to find that the immensely wealthy and flourishing 
Jewish Community in South Africa did not contribute a single penny. It 
is the Jews of the entire British Empire who managed to scrape together 
this wonderful sum of £2,746. 

GREAT BRITAIN GAVE ONLY £2,150, 

and of this petty amount no less than £400 came from one single firm, 
the ever-generous and public spirited house of Rothschild. Deduct that 
£900, and you have £1,259 for all other Jews and Jew esses of England, 
Scotland and Ireland. But we have not come to bedrock yet, for, of the 
£1,250, £317 were dividends. So our regular contributions from Great 
Britain, omiting the one big donor, amounted to £933. And if anyone 
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tells me that that sum is a fit and proper sum for the Jews and Jewesses 
of Great Britain and Ireland to give in fégular anntal donations and 
subscriptions to the Anglo-Jewish Association, all T can say is that he has 
a very poor idea of our needs and responsibilities, and a no less poor idea 
of the Jewish wealth in Great Britain and of Jewish duties towards the 
Jews. 

What are we to do with £2,736? Why our grants to schools amvuuntéd 
td £4,510, and even so we kept on refusing 4 number of applications which 
it Was most painful, wrong, and ignominious to refuse. Andas you can't 
run an institution such as ours, involving, as it does, a lot of correspon. 
dence, without a secretary, and an office, and some stationery and print- 
ing, you have to add for management expenses a further sut of £429, 
making a gross expenditure for the year of £4,939. But this £429 would 
have sufficed to manage, and disburse, with propricty and ease, a far 
larger sumthan £4,510. Give us ten times that to spend on our schools, 
and I will yet gnarantee that our management expenses will hardly rise 
more than another £100. 

Now it is clear that an income of £2,736 and an expenditure of £4,959 
means an annual debt ef £2,200. And there is no getting away from the 
fact that this is what we have to look forward to. It @®true that we had 
last year certain reserves and certain windfalls. We had a few legacies 
which we ought to have invested and did not, so our debt on May 31st, 1918, 
when our financial year ended, was only £359. But unless new and 
unexpected help comes to us, I see every reason to fear that on May 3tst 
next the deficit may be £2,559, and that on May S3ist, 1921, it may 
be £4,759. 

The work which we actually do is therefore unpaid for. Work which 
we ought to do must be neglected and ignored. Is there nosympathy and 
no imagination left among the Jews and Jewesses of England and the 
Empire for this educational need of their less fortunate brothers and 
sisters in faith? Is a Jew in Persia and Morocco a creature without a 
soul and a mind and a body, both to our nationalists and our assimila- 
tionists alike? Will no appeal of mine reach 

THE WEALTH OF AFRICA, 
and cause even a trickle of it to find its way into our coffers? Is England, 
indeed, so-empty of Jewish gold that. only £933, or even £1,833 can be 
afforded for our cry” 
tut the curious irony of the situation is this. The 
Association has few schools of its own. 


Anglo Jewish 
Most of the schools which we 
support are the excellent and highly deserving schools of the Alliance 
Israelite. But of the few schools which are more peculiarly our own, one 
is situated in Palestine-—-in Jerusalem itself. And this school —the big 
Evelina de Rothschild School for girls—requires for its adequate upkeep 
a very large sum. But it is entirely dependent upon us, and though we 
are assured by Jews and Gentiles alike, by British Government authorities, 
by visitors and by residents, that no institution in Jerusalem does mare 
urgent, necessary and valuable work than ours, no lover of Zion ever sends 
us anything for its maintenance, no well-wisher of Palestine ever ea 
marks a gift for the education of its 600 girls. Ican only trust that, sooner 
or later, this school, to the excellence and splendid results of which we 
have so many independent testimonies, may receive grants from the 
local authorities of Jerusalem or from the Government of Palestine. It 
is now an immense, though a very interesting and satisfactory, burden 
upon our slender resources which onght really to be reserved for countries 
such as Persia or the nom-Palestinian. portions of the old Asiatic Empire 
of Turkey, which are less favoured by fortune, figure less prominently in 
the public eye, and are less endeared to Jewish sentiment, than Palestine. 

There is no doubt, moreover, that, before long, on account of changes 
in the map of the world due to the results of the war, we shall receive 
many insistent demands for help in the teaching of English in various 
Fastern Schools. Our valued colleague, Mr. Elkan Adler, who has him. 
self visited most of the localities where the schools are situated, has 
already often spoken of what we ought to do in this respect, not be it 
thoroughly understood from any false and stupid Chauvinistic motives, 
but in the interests of the Jewish children themselves. And it does make 
us very sick and uncomfortable—-at least it makes me and Mr. Adler, 
and I think, Mr. Prag, too, very sick and uncomfortable—-when we have 
to refuse such requests. For what organisation ought to satisfy them, if 
not our Anglo-Jewish Association | 


Then, again, there is the Bene-Israel School in Bombay. Here we 


have a very interesting and hard-working Jewish Community, who yet, 
for various reasons, are rather isolated from the rest of the Jewish world. 
We could help them, in more ways than one, in their educational efforts, 
if we had more money. We did give them an extra £100 for religious 
education, and | wish we could have made it £400 instead of £100. But 
the school needs pulliug up in several other directions, and it can only be 
done by increased expenditure. 1 should like, too, 
IF WE HAD A LOT OF MONBY, 

to help towards improving the religious education in many other of our 
subventioned schools besides Bombay. I wish we could send to 
the more distant schools several European teachers, enthusiasts for, and 
experts in, the teaching of religion and Judaism, veritable missionaries 
and servants of God, in the best senses of the words. But even 
thissionaries must live, and the cost ot living for Europeans in the East 
has considerably increased in recent years. You see then, how on every 
side, we are hampered for lack of funds, a lack which prevents all progress 
and development, and takes the very heart out of our work. And. you 
seé, too, how many-sided our work is or could be; are you specially 
interested in girls or in boys, or in technical instruction, or in the teaching 
and diffusion of English, in secular education, or in religious edneation ?

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your money employed, we can lay it out for you to the best advaatage, 
and cause it to bear fruit for you a hundred fold. 

And now before I pass to the other side of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association's interests and activities, T want to refer to a more intimate 
matter, namely to the loss which we have sustained since our last annual 
meeting by the death of Mr. Benjamin Kisch. One by one, they who first 
set their hands to the work in the year 1871, have been gathered to their 
fathers, and few are they, still active and valiant, who remain. I bave 
myself lived to see great changes in the Council and the Executive since 
I was elected President some twenty-three years ago. I have had to 
deplore the ‘loss of many familiar faces, of many to whom Il owed un 
stinted help and encouragement. But from no one did I receive greater 
kindness and assistance than from the old Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, Mr. Kisch, who had laboured in the cause so much longer than 
1, and had so much wider and larger an experience. It is not unfitting 
that at one of our annual meetings. which he used to attend so regularly, 
I should pay to him a last. tribute of gratitude and affection. 

Our last annual meeting was held about a month after the Armistice. 
We hold our present meeting after the conclusion of the Peace. We 
rejoice as Englishmen in the Peace and in the Victory of the Allies. I 
believe that we do well to rejoice in that great victory not only as 
Englishmen, but also as Jews. The triumph of right, the downfall of 
German militarism, the avoidance of the awful fate which would have 
overtaken all the Allied countries, and of the dark shadow which would 
have been cast upon the whole civilisation and progress of the world, 
must ultimately tend to the benefit of the Jews as to that of every other 
religious community. But it cannot be denied that the peace has hardly 
yet removed any of 

THE SPECIAL EVILS 

which the war has cansed to the members of our brotherhood, aml that 
to thousands upon thousands of Jews the year which has passed since the 
signing of the Armistice has been a year of apprehension and of impoverish. 
ment, of suffering and of death. The outlook, in spite of certain solid 
achievements, and in spite Of certain legitimate anticipations, ia still 
tinged with donbt and gloom. In the remarks which I have annually to 
make upon the situation of the Jews, especially of the Jews in Fastern 
Europe, it is improper to over-estimate either the good or the bad: one 
miust set down facts as they are. or at least, ABR One CONCeLVES them to be : 
one rmoust neither exageerate nor extennate. 

Thus it would be wrong to ignore. though it would be. 1 think, almost 
equally wrong to magnify unduly, the growth of anti-Jewish or anti 
Semitic feeling in the last five years: it is one of the evil-by-products of 
the war. A curious, but, perhaps not uncharacteristic, featnre of the matter 
is that this increase of prejudice and passion is not limitedtoone side only 
of the recent belligerents. If we trace it in England—and it is no good 
blinking our eyes to the disagreeable fact—we can alsoobserve it, and ina 
much more aggravated form.in Germany, Austria, and Hungary. It has to 


he fought against and liveddown, and it can only, as itseems to me, be fought 


against and lived down with success by the old approved methods: by 
good temper, good humour, on the one hand, and by a determined main 
tenance of the old positions, upon the other. So far as our country 1s 
concerned —and | have no nght to speak for my fellow Jews in any other 
—Englishmen we are, and Englishmen we intend to remain. Ihave no 
fear of the issue here. Even in Central Europe things will, I trust, 
improve before long, When more comfortable and more normal conditions 
cuneceed to the troubles which have been generated by the war. Far more 
serious nnd more important are the fate and the prospect of the Jews in 
tiat large complex of territories which once formed the old Empire of 
Russia, in the Galician provinces of Austria, as well as in Rumania, and, 
to a less extent, in other portions of Eastern Europe also. We all know 
how grievously our brethren in faith have suffered in these localities. 
Thev have suffered in thousands; I might even say they have suffered in 
millions. They have suffered, as every population suffered, whos« 
dwelling places formed the theatre of war, but they have also suffered, 
and they still continue to 
SUFFER AS JEWS. 

Thus the burden of woe has been cnormous and prolonged. We know, 
too, how the cessation of war upon the Western Front has by no means 
meant the cessation of war in Russia. The full story.of Jewish sorrows in 
the Ukraine, in Poland, and elsewhere in Eastern Europe, has. still to be 
written: indeed, it is doubtful whether it can ever be accurately known, 
There has also been, lam aware, some exaggeration ;: pogroms have been 
deplored where no pogroms took place, and hundreds of deaths have been 
turned intothousands. But, in the Ukraine, at any rate, enough and to 
spare of outrage, spoliation and murders have, I fear, undoubtedly 
occurred, and it is only cold comfort for the sufferers, if they are told 
that their injuries were not due to an organised pogrom, but to the 
excesses of an ill disciplined soldiery or to the unrest rainable passions of 
a half-civilised mob. Nor can we even say that the grosser forms of 
suffering are yet completely over. Darkness looms over the Ukraine and 
over Russia, and none can tell what the future may have in store. More. 
over. whatever may be the ultimate government of these countries, and 
whichever party may triumph, the risks and dangers for the Jewish 
population are considerable. It is a monstrous falsehood to identify the 
Jews with Bolshevism, but while one must long for the overthrow of that 
cruel and detestable tyranny--that vile caricature of democracy—- 
one. nevertheless, is constantly harassed by fears as to what the 
position and the fate of the Jews will be in any government 
which may succeed it. Meanwhile, there is an enormous field epen 
for Jewish benevolence, and even when Polish needs have been more or 
less met, the needs of the Ukraine are pressing. Weof the British Empire 
have done something, and could, and should, I think, do mcre; the main 
work, however,-has been, and, I think, will continae to be, done by the 


big resources and the superb and superbly organised charity of our Jewish 
brethren in the United States. 

I have so far spoken of the darkness. I have spoken of the sorrows 
and sufferings which have befallen this enormous mass of Jews out of the 
total Jewish population of the world. I have spoken of the sufferings 
which they are still undergoing, of the risks and dangers which may yet 
lie in store for them. But we must not forget the other side of the picture, 
We must not forget the gleams of light, the signs of hope, or even the 
solid achievements. The record and history of these achievements can 
he read in the section of our report which deals with the work of the 
Joint Committee. In spite of all the existing evils, the Great Peace of 
1919 may be the opening of 

| A NEW AND BRIGHTER ERA 

for the Jews of Eastern Europe, that is to say, for more than half the 
Jews of the world. The Treaties, under which the new States of Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Jugo-Slavia have secured their independence and 
recognition, comprise provisions which secure, so far as treatiescan, the full 
political equality of the Jews in those countries and a full measure of 
cultural autononmy. The most important of these _ treaties 
for the Jews is that with Poland. For the number of Jews in the new 
Polish republic will not be less than three millions, and if they obtain 
equality, if ‘heir legitimate demands are complied with, it is hardly 
possible that the position of the Jews in Russia or the Ukraine will not, 
sooner or later, follow suit. And it is not too much to say that the treaty 
with Poland (as also the treaties with the other new states) constitutes a 
veritable charter of liberties. And that for the abservance of this treaty 
the action of the League of nations may be invoked will, it is legitimately 
hoped, effectually prevent, even if there were any lurking desires in that 
direction, either infractions or neglect. The Treaty will not be allowed to 
become a scrap of paper, evenif there were any wish that it should become 
so. This is a great achievement, for which we cannot be too grateful, 
We owe the result, in the first place, to the good will of the greater 
allied and associated powers. In the second place, we owe it to 
the unwearving sympathy and kindness of our own Foreign Office 
and its permanent officials: at the Conference in Paris. And, in the 
third plaee, we owe it to the sleepless vigilance, the constant 
watchfulness, and the resourceful tact of our foreign secretary, 
Mr. L. Wolf, who, together with representatives of some other 
Jewish organisations of other lands, to w hom we also will pay our meet 
of thanks, passed week after week and month after month in Paris,.in 
this delicate and difficult work, for which there was hardly another man 
in Pngland so fitted and so capable. 

Doubtless the written treaty is not everything. It needs, as our 
report says, to be worked in a spirit of conciliation and good faith by 
both sides. “By both sides.” Whether the Poles will show that spirit 
does not depend upon ourselves. We can but trust that they will, in the 
convinced belief that, if they do so, it will be to the benefit of Poland and 
of themselves. And yet, perhaps, it does partly depend upon ourselves, 
for if the Jews, on their side, show a spirit of conciliation, 

A DESIRE TO FORGET OLD INJURIES, 
an undubitable wish to become an integral portion of the common father- 
land, and to work for its good as well as for their own, then we may, at 
least, trust and believe that many of the Poles, perhaps before long a 
majority of the Poles, will seek to meet them half way. 

Up till a few days, | might almost say, up till a few hours ago— 
there was an Eastern State where the issuc Was still uncertain. You 
will all realise at once that lam referring to Rumania. But it gives me 
the utmost satisfaction to announce that Rumania-—better late than 
never-—has signed the Treaty at last, and that this Treaty contains 
substantially all the big essential things whieh we demanded and required. 
We may rejoice all the more at this most satisfactory termination of the 
long drawn-out story, Because the question had become still more press 
ing and still more important by the immense increase of territory and o¢ 
Jewish subjects which have been acquired by Rumania as a result of the 
war. If, as I am authoritatively informed, all native Jews, whether in 
the old or the new territories of Rumania, will now become full Rumanian 
citizens, with the same rights and privileges as all their fellow-subjects o¢ 
the Christian faith, if there is no possibility now of chicanery or evasion, 
we are indeed grateful and glad. We must not, however, relax our 
watchful vigilance, and we shall have to see that Rumania fulfills the 
newly-signed Treaty, both in the latter and the spirit. The sad tales 
which reach us from Transylvania give us pause to any too hasty or 
excessive’ jubilation: yet may we well congratulate ourselves at the 
successful issue of a struggle which has lasted over forty years. 

Taken, therefore, as a whole, the situation of our brethren in Eastern 
Europe is one of acute anxiety suffused, nevertheless, with rays of hope, 
Sorrow and satisfaction, darkness and light, achievement and failure, 
horror and advance, are strangely intermingled. To what we already 
know, some more information will doubtless be added, when my 
valued colleague upon the Joint Committee, Sir Stuart Samuel, 
the President of the Board of Deputies, returns from that arduous 
mission in Poland, with which our Government hasentrusted him. With 

GREAT PUBLIC SPIRIT 
he accepted the office: he has spent many weeks in Poland, and 
I am sure his long sojourn in that conntry will result, not only in more 
detailed knowledge, but in actual benefit and good both to Jewish and 
to Christian Polant. I believe that he will exercise, as I know that he 
wants to exercise, a moderating and reconciling influence upon both 
Gentile and Jew. 

I have no time over in which to extend my survey, and for this. year 
T do not propose to refer to the work of the Jewish Colonisation Associa- 
tion, except to say that we are picking up some of the threads which we 
had to let drop during the war. Onur Russian activities are, alas, still 
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dormart; but in Poland work is being resumed. And in the Argentine 
the Colonies are moving steadily forward to prosperity and independence. 
It is possible that opportunities may soon arise for our work there to be 
extended. Meanwhile very many of the existing Colonists have become, 
or are rapidly becoming, prosperous, contented and well to do. 

There is one more country which I must allude to, and that is 
Turkey. The break up of the Turkish Empire will have, we 
all trust, to whatever party we may belong, beneficent effects for civilisa- 
tion and for the Jews. The Jewish Communities in Mesopotamia under 
the benign influence of British rule are already moving forward. There 
are large prospects for them, as for others, in those enormous territories. 
And Palestine? All of us look forward with interest to its future: all of 
us hope to see an increase in its Jewish population and an increase in 
their well-being: material, moral, spiritual; all of us hope that British 
sovereignty there, as elsewhere, may bring prosperity as well as equality 
to every race, and to the members of every creed, within its borders. To 
this extent, at least, we are all Zionists alike, and it may' be that in the 
promotion of this common goal there may be found more opportunity for 
common work, and more common agreement, than has hitherto been 
thought conceivable or practicable. We of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
comprise representatives of all parties, and I beg the men and women of 
all parties to rally to our cause, and to promote our usefulness and our 
powers. 

Mr. Montefiore, whose address was frequently punctuated with 
cheers, was loudly applauded at its conclusion. 

Mr. Monteriore then moved the adoption of the Report, a 
summary of which appeared in our last issue. , 

Mr. Lronarp L. Conen seconded the motion, and said that he was 
sure they all shared the aspirations expressed in the concluding portion of 
Mr. Montefiore’s address. 

Sir Pattie Magnus, Bart., M.P., in supporting the motion, said that 
Mr. Montefiore had made a most able survey of the whole position in Europe 
and had indicated the condition of various countries which took part in the 
war as likely to be improved since the peace had been ratified. It was a little 
painful for people in this country to know that they did not enjoy at the 
present moment all those blessings which they thought would follow from 
the world-wide war in which they had taken part and from the success which 
had resulted from their efforts. Mr. Montefiore had referred to a number 
of subjects which could not fail to interest Jews in this country and all other 
parte of the world. He had seen it stated that Russian Jewish fathers and 
husbands who left here to join the Russian Army were not permitted to 
return to this country to their wives and families. That was a mistake :; 
it was only those aliens who left this country with the view of avoiding military 
service who would not be permitted to retarn. 

Mr. Hersvert Micwaeiis said that although he did not see eye to eye 
with a large number of members of the Anglo-Jewish Association in regard 
t their policy, he wished well to the Association, as was proved by the fact 
that he was a member. But he pleaded with them for an appreciation of the 
views of the younger members of the community, who had been brought up 
to think differently from them. He suggested that the Association should 
widen its outlook and associate itself with the Zionist Movement. Anti- 
Semitism would be diminished if they claimed to be Jews first and last 


He spoke as an Anglo-Jew, but still as a Jew. They had an identity of their 
own, and it should be expressed with all the energy of which they were capable. 
“ You cannot camouflage a Jewish nose by painting upon it a Union Jack, 
said the speaker in conclusion. | 

Sir Purtre MaGnus observed that he ought to have made it clear that gj) 
those Russians who could give evidence that they had served in the Russian 
Army would be permitted to return to this country. 

Mr Co.emMan P. Hyman said that he thought Mr. Michaelis was very 
much misguided in his views. gHe (Mr. Hyman) had an opportunityZof 
watching Zionists here, in Australia and in Egypt, and he felt that the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, if it associated itself with the Zionist Movement, 
would do itself a great deal of harm. 

Mr. Lucien Wo.r, who was cheered on rising, said that he had just 
come from a meeting of the Deputies, where he had made a statement in 
regard to the Treaties. (This statement is published elsewhere in the present 
issue.) All the Minority Treaties were now signed, except the Greek Treaty , 
about which they had no anxiety at all. All the Governments represented 
at the Peace Conference had taken up their cause most cordially in every way. 
Every request contained in the formula presented to the Conference last 
February had been realised and worked out in detail, which showed how 
thoroughly the delegates understood the Jewish position and how anxious 
they were to serve the Jews. In fighting that battle, the Joint Committee 
were not fighting a Jewish battle, but one of general freedom and general 
political progress. (Cheers.) 

The report and balance sheet were adopted, and the Council re-elected, 
with the addition of Mrs. Frederic 8S. Franklin. 

Mr. Micnaret A. Green proposed a vote of thanks to the President 
and to the other honorary officers, and the Auditor (Mr. Joseph Prag, J.P.). 
They were very much indebted to Mr. Montetiore for all hs had done during 
the year and during the whole of his life-time for Jews. Nothing would 
appeal to them in his address more than the very just tribute he paid to Mr. 
Lucien Wolf for his brilliant services. (Hear, hear.) Mr. Joseph Prag was 
one of their representatives in Paris, where he did very good work. 

The motion having been carried unanimously, | 

Mr. Josern Praca, J.P. who, as new Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, was cheered on rising, said that the Anglo-Jewish Association was 
the only missionary activity in the Anglo-Jewish Community. It was a 
pity that it received such poor support, and he felt that the Colonies should 
contribute more largely than London. People seemed to think that because 
it was the Anglo-Jewish Association it was only Anglo-Jews who ought to 
support it. If it were only by reason of the fact that the Association was 
bringing up six hundred daughters of Israel in the cradle of their birth, 
endeavouring to make them Jewish wives of the future Palestine, it was 
entitled to the support of the Communit?, (Cheers. ) 

Ms. Isaac SELIGMAN, the Treasurer, moved a vote of thanks to the 
Branches for their contributions. He endorsed Mr. Prag’s remark as to the 
support the Association ought to receive, and appealed to the Jews of London 
to contribute more liberally than they had done. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Herman M. Wissen, in acknowledging the vote on behalf 
of the Branches, added his tribute to what had been said of the work of the 
Joint Delegation in Paris and to Mr. Lucien Wolf. 

Mr. Frank D. Bensawin, Treasurer of the Toronto Branch, also acknow- 
lediged the vote.

TWO ATTITUDES. 


WEST LONDON SYNAGOGUE, AND “LIBERAL” JEWS. 


Two pronouncements concerning the respective attitudes 
towards the Great Communal Scheme of “ Liberal” Jews and the 
members of the West London Synagogue have been made. The 
attitude to be adopted by “ Liberal” Jews was set forth in a sermon 
hv Rabbi 1. I. Mattuck, delivered on Sabbath the 6th inst., while that 
by the West London Synagogue, Upper Berkeley Street, was 
explained by the Rev. Isidore Harris, M.A., in a sermon spoken on 


Sabbath last. 
The “Liberal” Jewish Attitude.

There are special reasons why we should here discuss the proposed 
Jewish War Memorial; to explain, if further explanation be necessary. 
more fully our attitude towards it ; and because that attitude involves our 
position in the community. Moreover, the proposal enforces the need of 
examining the religious conditions of the community; for 1 is naturally 
related to them as their effect, and, for some,.as their hope. Though i am 
speaking only for myself, I believe that most, if not all, of what IL shall 
say will be concurred in by all to whom the affairs of thissvnagogue have 
been entrusted. 

Specifically, the War Memorial Scheme consists of three elements: 
The removal of Jews’ College to Oxford or Cambridge: to further religious 
education ; and to improve the status of ministers chiefly by-—it is suggested 
—financial means. In general, the scheme, in something like the words 
of those responsible for it, aims to further “ modern traditional” Judaism. 
There is a feeling among them that Orthodox Judaism, as it has been 
taught and preached in this country up to now, is not sufficiently 
english. It has come to its present weakness because it was taught 
with an accent. But if it conld be anglicised its success would be assured. 
lt nay be remarked in passing that sich a vieW 1s basedi on an ingennorns 
misapprehension. Real Orthodox Judaism is the same the world over. 
lt recognises the same authority, and is bound by the same code. There 
is not a Russian “ Shulchan Aruch” and a different German one, so that 
all that is necessary now for this country is a distinctly English one. Th: 
same “Shulchan Aruch”™ is the code for real Orthodox Jews, whatever 
be their country or their language. -It 1s rather a pity that the official 
leaders of Orthodox Judaism in this country did not take the trouble to 
inform the sincere but over-eager men who are responsible for the Wa, 
Memorial Scheme of this fact. 

AN ORTHODON SCHEME. 

The scheme is, therefore, meant for Orthodox Judaism only. If at 
first there was any doubt about that, it has. as a result of our President's 
letter, been settled. . And if the promoters of the scheme prefer to speak 
of “ Modern Traditional” Judaism, it must be because they think that 
sounds better. hut it is still Orthodox Judaism with a longer name. 
The renovated Jews’ College will continue to teach Judaism and Jewish 
literature from the Orthodox point of view. The religious ecdiucation for 
the young which it is proposed to subsidise will be Orthodox Jewish 
The ministers, Whose status it is hoped to improve, are the ministers who 
should preach Orthodox Judaism. 

Mere honesty, therefore, prevents the participation of a_ Libera} 
Jewish organisation. ‘There are many things in which Liberal Judaism 
agrees with Orthodox Judaism, but there are some fundamental differ 
ences in principles. We have never concealed that fact, we have always 
called attention to it: we have urged Liberal Jews, and invited others, to 
think about these differences. We of this synagogue are distinguished 
from the Orthodox Jewish congregations not only by a different service 
that is a comparatively minor matter— but by different teachings reaching 
down tothe very roots of the spiritual life. And where principles are con. 
cerned honesty is at stake. ‘To comply with the wishes of others, or to 
compromise with them, atthe expense of loyalty toa fundamental principle, 
is dishonest. We do not believe in Orthodox Judaism: we can honestly 
have no share in furthering it : 

ORTHODONY MORIBUND. 

There is another, a practical, aspect of this difference. We do not 
believe that Orthodox Judaism can exercise any power for good in our 
present environment. It has failed; we see the signs of its failure all 
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about us. It has failed here, it has failed wherever Western cuiture 


prevails. And even in Russia, where its stronghold has been, there are. 


signs that it is failing: The very Scheme we are discussing is a testimony 
to its failure here. ‘Take the proposal to move Jews’ College to Oxford or 
Cambridge. The assumption is that such a change would give the 
Community better Orthodox Jewish ministers, and so improve its 
religious life. There is here—it may be paid in passing —the un-Jewish 
fallacy that the source and fountain-head of religion is the minister. The 
strength of Judaism has lain in its being a lay religion; to make ita 
clerical religion is to destroy one of its essential features. But does it 
not strike you as very significant that Orthodox Judaism must seek 
inspiration for its revival in an atmosphere and in surroundings where 
there is not the least touch of Jewishness? Oxford or Cambridge must 
galvanise into life the moribund frame of Orthodox Judaism’ It is a 
plain confession that Orthodox Judaism has used up its own inner power 
and has no resources left, that it must seek new life from without. I 
should think that the atmosphere of Oxford and Cambridge would be 
about as congenial to Orthodox Judaisin as light and air to an Egyptian 
mummy! For take one illustration. The men who teaeh the Bible at 
Oxford and Cambridge, | believe without exception, accept the modern 
view that the Law was a development of many centuries representing 
ideas of various generations of Jews. Orthodex Judaism holds, as one of 
its most fundamental teachings, that the Law was given to Moses com- 
pletely on Mount Sinai. Students for the ministry will heart + oneview 
from the University Professors and the other from those at Jews College, 
And so, between the two, they will presumably be made better teachers 
of Orthodox Judaism ! 
“WEAK AND CONVENIENT COMPROMISE.” 

The truth of the matter is, | fear--and here again the Scheme gives 

evidence against itself —that it is concerned not so much with real Orthodox 


Judaism as with that weak and convenient compromise which many in 


the community have learnt to call Orthodox Judaism—the religion that 
demands adherence to strict traditionalism in the Synagogue services and 
nothing outside. It seems even to be the official religion of the com- 
munity. Its institutions are in many cases guided by mon who believe in 
the value of Orthodox Judaism only for others! Let us face the 
situation. How mach real adherence to Orthodox Judai m is therein the 
section of the community most interested in the Scheme? How many 
believe init? How many practise it? How many have their children 
brought up init? Conformity in name, and nothing more! Now it ts 
proposed upon this basis to erect a new structure. The alliance of 
nominal conformity with a rich exchequer is to be further cemented by 
more riches! The spirit of religious compromise entrenched behind a 
mound of gold! Weare promiseda magnificent structure, but whence 
the soul” 

The future is with Liberal Judaism. True, we do notclaim for it that 
it will be a panacea for the ills of Jewry. But this we know, that it is 
working with hope where Orthodox Judaism has failed. It has made 
truth and freedom its watch-words: and in them are spiritual life and 
strength. 

But we have been charged with seceding from the Community. The 
charge is so ridiculous that it does not nced an answer, for it could be 
made against any and every minority. That we have no share in 
Orthodox Judaism is not new ; we were separated from it at the beginning 
of our existence, because we stand for some different principles and 
teachings. And if the community were to include only those who adhere 
to Orthodox Judaism, then our secession should be dated back. But, 
of course, the Community is bigger than the number of Orthodox Jews 
in it; and certainly bigger than that section which is most interested in 
the War Memorial! Moreover, I believe the Liberal Jewish Synagogue is 
not the only one that has remained outside the Scheme. We have not 
heard that the Machzike Hadass, an organisation of genuine Orthodox 
Jews, has expressed a burning desire to see Jews’ College moved to 
Oxford or Cambridge. In fact, we question the right to cal! 
it a Jewish War Memorial.- It is a War Memorial of the United Syna- 
gogue and perhaps of the Federation. At the most it isa War Memorial 
of Orthodox Jewry, 

HONEST AND DISHONEST VIEWS. 

The value of a minority lies in its independence and in its loyalty to 
its own principles. If, for any reason it sacrifices principle, yes, even for 
the sake of peace and unity, adopting an attitude of comprising confor- 
mity, then its value to the Community is gone; and if it allows itself to 
be lured by pleasant words, or driven by fears, or bullied by threats into 
compliance with the wishes of the majority, despite its principle, it is guilty 
of dishonesty, and guilty, too, of treason to a trust of service for the 
Community. 

Liberal Judaism needs all our energies. To repeat, I believe that 
upon it depends the future of eat oe The very principle for which we 
stand, the adaptation of our aucéstral religion to modern conditions and 
its enrichment by the beauties and the truth in our environment, has 
now been accepted even by them who still talk of Orthodox Judaism. 
They, too, are learning to recognise the new truth and the new needs, but 
while they endeavour to conceal their meaning under a cloak of sham, we 
ask for nothing better than to let the faith thatis in us shine forth 
unhindered. As fora War Memorial, we have, in conjunction with the 
older Berkeley Street Congregation, established one in the East End 
wherein the modern spirit of religion is embodied, the spirit of progress 
and social service. I hope, too, that in the not distant future we shall 
have a new synagogue to stand both as a memorial and a force, a memorial 
to enshrine the spirit which values truth and righteousness above all 
things, and a force to make for constant devotion to them in the life of 
Jewry. And as for conformity, we know only one kind that is worth 
while, the conformity of practice with faith, of conduct with principles, 
That is honesty ; aby other kind is dishonesty. | 
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Attitude of the West London Synagogue 
THE REY. ISIDORE HARRIS, M.A. 

The text is to be found in the Portion of the Law from Genesis we 
were reading last Sabbath; and its application to my subject will appear 
in due course ;-—*‘ And he said: Let us take our journey, and let us go, and 
I will go before thee. And he said unto him: My Lord knoweth that the 
children are tender, and that the flocks and herds giving suck are a care 
to me; and if they overdrive them one day, all the An will die. Let 
my Lord, I pray thee, pass over before his servant ; and I will journey on 
gently, according to the pace of the cattle that are before me, and according 
to the pace of the children, until I come unto my Lord unto Seir.”— 
Genesis xxxiii, 12-14. 

The outstanding event of our communal history during the past few 
months has been the creation of a War Memorial Scheme to promote 
religious ideals and strengthen the corporate consciousness of English 
Jews. This object it is sought to achieve by three methods: by the 
endowment of religious education, by the removal of Jews’ College to one 
of the seats of the older Universities, and by making further liberal 
provision for the Jewish ministry. The aims and purposes of the 
promoters of this project were originally set forth in a letter emanating 
from a member of this synagogue and the leaders of two other congre- 
¢ational bodies, who wrote: “ The false idea that the religion of our 
ancestors conflicts with modern ideals must be wiped out. The British 
community must be so organised that the * Trumpet of Sinai,’ which still 
sounds in every Jewish heart, may find its echo in a community whose 
teachers, having studied our literature in an atmosphere of British free. 
dom, will interpret it to the generations of Jewish citizens, inspired by 
those British ideals for which the present generation bas fought and died 
» « « « The War Memorial of the Jews of the British Empire should 
found a movement which would begin by creating a British College of 
Jewish learning that would in time produce teachers who would expound 
the true faith of our ancestors, and make it illuminate the secular ideals 
of progress and freedom. . »« Our communal organisation should 
provide for religious education, to ensure that no child of Jewish parents 
should grow up without receiving a religious education. This is not 
secured even in London to-day. Without it no religion can look forward 
to exert its influence on future generations. 

PARTICIPATION IN) THE WORK. 

In this wide-reaching movement our congregation has been invited to 
join, and is now officially represented on its Council, which includes 
many leading members of our body. Our participation in this work raises 
the question how far we are justified as a Reform Congregation in helping a 
measure whose purpose it is to strengthen the hold of traditional Judaism 
on the community of English Jews. It may seem, at first sight. incon- 
sistent. But deeper reflection will, I think, approve the attitude we have 
taken up. For what is the traditional Judaism which the scheme has in 
view”? It is a tradition permeated by a spirit of progress and develop- 
ment; it is not a perpetuation of old-fashioned Orthodexy. The very 
intention to re-establish Jews’ College in such a centre of liberal thought 
as Oxford or Cambridge indicates the conception of traditionalism which 
isin the minds of the founders. That conception may be defined in the 
words of one of the original authors of the scheme as an attempt to “solve 
the problem of presenting the great traditions of Judaisim to the rising 
generation in a form in which it would appeal to them and take hold of 
their lives.”* The rigid orthodoxy of the Middle Ages, the orthodoxy of 
the Shulchan Aruch, is obviously not the form of tradition that will appeal 
to the rising generation of English Jews and take hold of their lives. 
Therefore we may feel assured that the reorganisation of Jews’ College. 
on Which the scheme largely hinges,. although it is only one of three 
objects to be served-—the other two being the endowment of clementary 
and secondary education and the raising of the status of the Jewish 
ministry——is destined to help forward the progressive development of 
English Judaism. It is true that such a terni as “tradition ’’ is elastic; 
it does not mean the same thing to all minds. It does not miean, for 
instance, the same thing to the Chief Rabbi and to the members of 
this eongregation who have associated themselves with the scheme. 
And it is possible that, at the outset, to quote the Chief Rabbi's 
words at Jews’ College, “the constitution is to remain as it 
is, the platform is to remain, the seat of authority is to remain.” 
But this much is certain, it is as certain as that the sun will 
rise to-morrow morning, that whatever reactionary forces may, for the 
time being, continue in the ascendant, they will grow weaker until they 
succumb to the forces of progress. The scheme is an effort to ensure that 
such progress shall be along the ordered lines of evolation which we call 
Tradition.” 

INFLUENCE OF JEWS’ COLLEGE. 

Even in the past, under the very conservative direction of the late 
Principal, Dr. Friedlander, Jews’ College has produced men of various 
types of religious thought. It has given ministers not only to this congre- 
gation and to the more advanced congregations in America, but it has 
produced many enlightened ministers and leaders of opinion who are 
gradually leavening the thought of their congregations and fellow-Jews, 
and helping to create an atmosphere which is favourable to the reception 
of new ideas. If it has done all this in such untoward circumstances. 
what may it not accomplish in new surroundings and in greatly improved 
conditions? And, therefore, we have done well to associate ourselves 
with the communal leaders in the great effort they are making to lay deep 
the foundations of the religious life of English Jews, and to rear thereon 
a structure which future generations may bring to a glorious completion. 

We may not see eye to eye with all those with whom we are called 
upon to co-operate ; we may be inclined to be impatient with those who 
insist upon lagging behind in the march of thought. But here comes in the 
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application of my text. Esau has proposed to Jacob that they shall make 
the journey to Seir together. But Jacob explains to his brother that his 
flocks and herds and children may die if they are overdriven in one day. 
He will, therefore, follow on with his retinue behind. No community is 
composed of people who think alike. Different minds travel at different 
rates of progress. Hence it is a mistake to force the pace, and to expect 
all the hosts of Israel to march abreast in perfect unison. We must have 
consideration even for the stragglers, and recognise that we might easily 
kill the religious life of many if we deprived them of the simple faith in 
which they have been nurtured. 

DANGERS OF ISOLATION, 

This congregation is fully alive to such considerations. It has set an 
admirable example of toleration in the broad-minded attitude it hastaken up 
towards this and other communal movements, having for their object the 
advancement of the educational and religious interests of our fellow-Jews. 
Its policy is dictated by the old Rabbinical adage, JO 
“Separate not thyself from the community.” While retaining our 
theological independence, we realise that we are an integral portion of 
English Jewry, whose fellowship is to us a source of strength and power 
and an inspiration to public service. We recognise the dangers of 
religious isolation. While we believe that we can exert a liberalising 
influence upon those with whom we associate ourselves, we feel that we 
need the community more than the community needs us. We of this 
congregation are not conscious of any fundamental differences of doctrine 
or practice which would justify a separatist policy. Some of us may 
hold views on such questions as the authorship of the Books of the 
Pentateuch, or the exact meaning to be attached to the statement that 
the tables of the Law were written on Mount Sinai by the finger of God, 
which are not shared by the bulk of Jews resident in this country. But, 
after all, and despite their immense importance, these are small points in 
comparison with the great fandamental truths on which Judaism is ever- 
lastingly based—-the divine authority of the Law of Moses, the .inspired 
teaching of the writers of the Old Testament, the invincible faith that 
Israel is destined through the spread of that teaching to be a blessing 
to mankind. Let us not, then, magnify minor differences into major 
differences, but let us rather think of the larger matters upon which we 
are all agreed. In the memorable words, spoken last May at Jews 
College by the member of this congregation to whom we largely owe the 
inception of the War Memorial Scheme, and whom [I am proud to acclaim 
as an old pupil: “Can we not agree to differ? Are we not all Jews” 
Have we not all the same traditions, the same book, the same literature, 
the same hopes, the same wish to help men to be good Jews and faithful 
citizens’ 

TEMPER OF THE TIMES. 

And there is this further need of uniting all sections of the com- 
munity in this educational and religious enterprise. It is a need suggested 
by the temper of the times in which we are living. Speaking last Satuar- 
day at Manchester, the Prime Minister made an appeal for national unity 
in the present crisis of affairs, and he said: “ You have only got to keep 
your ears to the ground, and you can hear murmurings of possible con- 
flicts even to-day. This is no time for disunion amongst the people.” 
He spoke of breakers ahead, and added: “We are not through the 
rapids yet.” Well, all this has an intensified application to the 
affairs of our own community, whose frail bark is just now being tessed 
to and fro on a sea of perils. We, too, are being watched by alert 
foes anxious to take advantage of communal dissensions. The tide 
of anti-Semitism is. daily ‘rising about us, ahd causing ever-increasing 
anxiety to the Jews of this country. Therefore, the call to-day is for 
Unity. We need to be banded together, all sections of Anglo-Jewry, the 
representatives of every school of religious thought, in order to. repel the 
attacks of our implacable foes. And to this end no more suitable work 
could unite us than the scheme of Communal Reconstruction whose aim is 
to broaden and deepen the foundations of our spiritual, religiéus, and 
educational life. The Jewish War Memorial presents itself to us as a big 
piece of constructive statesmanship, conceived upon bold lines, and 
involving the whole future of Anglo-Jndaism. Its vast possibilities of 
useful development fire the imagination with the desire to be of service to 
our community. It is, therefore, a privilege, no less thana responsibility, 
to participate in so noble an undertaking. 

Conference of Orthodox Jews. 
& 
ATTITUDE TO THE WAR MEMORIAL, 
SPECIAL TO THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

The Conference of Orthodox Jews to be held at the Cannon Street 
Hotel on Sunday afternoon, the 2th inst., inauguratesa movement 
which has no precedent in communal annals. The new spirit which the 
Great Communal Scheme has introduced into Anglo-Jewry is primarily 
responsible for marshalling together for mutual counsel the forees of 
traditional Jews in this country, and Mr. W. Wachman, who has taken the 
lead in the movement, is to be congratulated on what may ultimately 
prove to be a step fraught with very momentous Consequences to Angio- 
Jewry. The object of the initial conference is to consider the War 
Memorial, but it is intended to forma permanent organisation which will 
be able to deal with all matters in which the interests of Orthodox Jews 
are affected. 

So far as the War Memorial is concerned, itis by no means intended to 
approach the scheme inany spirit Of opposition, as it is felt that the scheme 
may ultimately be of great service, but it isdesired to formulate the demands 
of orthodox Jews so that the promoters may be made aware of the 
aspirations of this section of the community. It is felt that it will pro- 
bably be more advantageous for the promoters of the Scheme to deal with 
an organised body of opinion than to have to face haphazard criticism, or 
studied indifference. 

The new organisation may do much to bring together the “foreign” 
and “ English” Jews, and to break down a spirit of suspicion and mis- 
understanding that has too often existed.

About Books. 


The “En Jacob” in English. 


BY THE REY. 8. LEVY, M.A. 

THE “En Jacob” is a collection of the Agadic sections of the 
Babylonian Talmud. The extracts are not arranged on any definite 
principle or classified according to the subjects with which they deal. 
The order of the passages simply retains the sequence of their occurrence 
in the Talmud. The name of the compiler is Jacob ibn Chabib, who 
completed his work at the beginning of the sixteenth century. Adopting 
a favourite device employed in the nomenclature of Hebrew books, 
Jacob ibn Chabib called his collection the “En Jacob” ("The Eye of 
Jacob”), and, by a play upon words, thus indicated at®o: e and the same 
time the selective nature of the work and a clue to the identity of the 
compiler. 

Rabbi S. H. Glick has now attempted the stupendous task of trans 
lating the “En Jacob” into/English, placing the original and the translation 
in parallel columns, and providing brief annotations. The first volume, 
eontaining the Agadic extracts from Tractates Sabbath and Erubis, has 
now been published by the Rosenberg Printing Co., New York. 

Three qualifications are essential for the successful achievement of 
In the first place, the 
translator must POSSESS a complete mastery of the language from which 
he translates. 
intimate knowledge of the subject with which the original deals, and in 
the third place, he must have an expert acquaintance with the language 


the aim which Rabbi Glick sets out to accomplish. 


In the second place, he must have a clear, accurate and 


into which he is translating, in order that in his hands the language of 
translation and interpretation may become a fit instrument for the 
transmission of the diction, thought and contents of the original. 

Judged by these tests, Rabbi Glick’s effort does not approach the 
highest level ofa perfect performance. It may readily be conceded that 
Rabbi Glick is thoroughly familiar with the language of the original text. 
Further, it may freely be vranted that the translato has a profound 
understanding of the subject matter of the Agadic contents included tn 
the “ En Jacob.” but with every desire to be generous to a gallant effort one 
cannot accord unstinted praise to Rabbi Gli k's Euglish stvle and method 
of translation: Rabbi Glick is honest enough to acknowledge with 
gratitude the assistance he has received in his task, but he has not 
altogether been well served by his helpers or collaborators. It is more 
than probable that one who has a surer mastery of English, and who is 
better versed and practised in the selection of the right word and the 
correct idiom. and vet is far less familiar than Rabin Glick with the range 
and meaning of the contents of the original, could have produced a better 
work by consulting a reliable authority, where hisown knowledge of special 
words, phrases, PASSALES Ol ideas, might have been, Without such ald, at 
fault or in doubt. 

As it is. many instances can be given of PASsSSAaALles where one need not 
go the length of convicting Rabbi Glick of having committed actual mis 
takes, but where one, in a spirit of kindness, is entitled to assert that he 
might with great advantage have expressed himself otherwise. For 
example, Rabbi Glick -deseribes the Agada as being ‘conmnonly known as 
“The Homiletics of the Talmud,” “and among Jews this portion is 
called ‘En Jacob’ (Preface, p. iii.) This phraseology, however, is am. 
biguous, if not misleading. Strictly speaking, the Agada of the 
Talmud is not called *En Jacob.” But the collection of the Agadic 
sections of the Babvlonian Talmud, as made by Jacob ibn Chabib, 
bears the title of “En Jacob.’ This is quite a <ditfferent way of 
explaining the origin of the name of the work. Again, on page III, 
3D SND is feeblv rendered, Who wrote the scroll of Taanith’” 
The word “ scroll” forms part of the title of the treatise, and should have 
commenced with a capital letter, thus, “Scroll.” or, better still, the 
sentence should have been simply translated, “Who wrote Megillat 
Taanith®” In the footnote intended to elucidate the name “ Megillat 
Taanith,.” Rabbi Glick describes the work as a“ treatise dealing with all 
the laws of fast days.” This annotation conveys either @ wrong or 
incomplete interpretation, for the * Magillat Taanith” is a booklet which 
gives a list of those days in the Jewish calendar, whereon, by reason of 
certain happy events associated therewith, Jews are enjoined not to fast. 

In one respect at least, Rabbi Glick seems to have gone out of his 
wavy to increase his own difficulties. Whenever a verse from the Bible is 
quoted, he appears to have made an entirely new translation off his own 
bat. At all events, if his translations of Biblical quotations are not 
original, he does not disclose the English version be has used. It is not 
necessary to lay too great a stress on such minor curiosities of teanslitera- 
tions of Hebrew names as Chazel”. for “ Hazael,”. Jehoachaz ’*for 
Jehoahaz” (p. 144), and “ Mizpa”™ for “ Mizpah” (p. 148). But itis certainly 
au error of judgment to introduce a variant rendering without assigning 
any valid reason for the change from the familiar translation. lor 
example, we cannot discover any intelligible ground for altering the usual 
version of Psalm xxxix.. 5, “ Lord, make me to know mine enjl,” to“ Let 
me know, O Lord, my end” (p. 119). The continuation of the same verse 
appears in Rabbi Glick’'s translation as, “and the measures of my days 
what are they,” instead of the familiar rendering, “and the measure 
of my days, what it is.” Rabbi Glick does violence here to the 
original Hebrew, which is in the singtlar, and not in the plural. 
In this instance, therefore, the Revised Version can claim greater literal. 
ness and fidelity to the Massoretic text. Again, Rabbi Glick translates

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Ecclesiastes, viii., 4: “ Because the words of a king are powerfal, and who 
may say unto him, what doest thou do”’” This is by no means an improve- 
ment in accuracy and elegance of diction on the Revised Version, 
“ Because the king's Word hath power, and who may say unto him, what 
(toest thou’ Further, there is no hint of the reason for rendering 
Proverbs, Xxx.,4: “ Let me eat the bread appointed to me” ip. 221), instead 
of Feed me with the bread of my portion.” Again, there is no cause 
why Rabbi Glick should translate Song of Songs,  vil., 
“The mandrakes give forth their smell” (p. 223), instead of 
“ The mandrakesgive forth fragrance.” Does Rabbi Glick really think 
that in a love idyl “smell” isa more poetical ex pression than“ fragrance ?” 
And in the same verse, why has he altered, “O my beloved” to “O my 
friend”? The Agadic interpretation does not demand that Song of 
Songs, v., 11, should be translated, “ His locks are like waving foliage” 
(p. 225), instead of “His locks are curled.” Then Numbers xxi., 15, 
emerges as “And from the wilderness of Mattanah” (p. 235) instead of 
“And from the wilderness to Mattanah.” Perhaps one of the richest 
gems of a mis-translation of Holy Writ is Rabbi Glick’s rendering of 
song of Songs, i., 14, “A Kopher-cluster is my wunrcle.unto me in the 
Keremyards of En-gedi” (p. 169), instead of “ My beloved is unto me as a 
cluster of henna-flowers in the vineyards of En-gedi.” 

If we now tarn from Rabbi Glick’s rendering of verses from Holy 
Writ to his translation of the Agadic sectidns pure and simple, we find 
that here, too, he is not always very happy, and that there is room for 
improvement in the direction of greater literalness, more applicable 
Lugligh idiom, and sometimes even stricter accuracy. Ino the following 
exatnples taken at random and quoted in support of the criticism just 
made, to avoid frequent repetition, the letters V. R. are used to indicate 
the proposed variant rendering: (a) p. 1, “ Twilight lasts as long as a 
twinkling.” V.R., ° Twilight lasts but an indeflnable moment.” (+) p. 37, 
“KR. Samuel b. Nachmeini.” V.R., “ Rabban Simeon, the son of Gamaliel” 
(as in the original text, 2.30). (¢) p..218, “" Why was he called R. Meier? 
Because he caused the eyes of the wise to brighten with his words.” VR. 
“ Because he caused the eyes of the wise to brighten in the Halichah” (as 
in the original text, 7223). (d) p. 219, “A pious disciple.” VY... “A distin. 
guished scholar.” Itis only in the plural that P* 1) has the meaning of “ con- 
scientiously pious, {(¢) P. 220, “Our Rabbis taught.” V.R. “ Rabbi Chiya 
taught” (as in the original text). if) P, 223. ‘* Rabba expounded.” V.R. 
“ Rava expounded” (Original text has &2°. “ Rabba” would be 43°). (g) 
I’. 225, “Come out into the tiela and we shall show Thee.” V.R. “ Let us 
go out into the fleld. Come, and J will show Thee.” (4) P. 226,“ To-day 
it is to be fulfilled.” V.R. “To-day it is to fulfil them.” (i) P. 244,."A 
big mountain.” V.R. “The Ladder of Tyre” (Scala Tyriorum), a promon. 
tory south of Tyre. The original text is W¥ 22 IW? D. (hk) P. 244, “ From 
these actions.” V.R. “In that hour,” or “at that time.” 

From a scholar like Rabbi Glick we are also justified in expecting 
vreater exactitude in the interpretation of Talmudic terminology. It is 
by no tneans sufficient to translate SIOby the phrase, We are taught” 
ip. 14). This is just one of those cases where we miss an explanatory 
note pointing out that the term S&P introduces a passage from a Baraitha 
in which a difference of opinion mentioned in the Mishnah is more fully 
set forth with the addition of some further arguments. Similarly, “ An 
objection Was tnade” pp. 244, 245) does not bring out the entire implica. 
tion of “2° in the original text. Here, again, there should have been 
an enlightening remark that ‘3°77 introduces an objection raised by the 
members of the Academy against the author of the Mishnah, that the 
latter is in conflict with an undisputed Mishnah or Baraitha, the authority 
of which is superior to that of an Amora. 

There has also been some carelessness in proof-reading. More 
scrupulous attention would not have passed such errors as “piece ” for 
“peace” (p. 17); “a dream not interrupted,” for “a dteam not interprete 1” 
“funderal address,” for “funeral address” (p. 114); “eye,” for 
“eves” (p. 219); “sists,” for “sits” (p. 219); “ provers,” for “proverbs” 
ip. 225): “" The little ones,” for “ Thy little ones” (ip. 226); “mies,” for 
miles” (p. 244); and “ flee.” for “ flea” (p. 245). The following miy serve 
As instances of errata in the original text, to indicate that in the Hebrew, 
too, greater care might have been exercised in the eanuse of Mecuracy ; 
42 for ip. 155): for (p. 222). 

There was a time when great fun was aroused by the examination of 
old railway time-tables, in which certain trains were found to depart from 
some main centre, but were never shown to arrive at any destination. and 
other trains were marked as arriving at some destination without any 
indication of their place of departure. So in this English translation of 
the “kn Jacob,’ some passages in the original entirely disappear in their 
euclish translation, and other passages appear inthe English translation, 
the counterparts of which in the original have been altogether omitted. 
In order to avoid making this review too detailed and technical. attention 
may Simply be called to the following pages where there are passages in 
the original which are not. rendered into English :—pp, 19, 124, 210, 214, 
215, 219, 220, 224, 224, and 232. And, conversely, the following pages may 
be cited where there are instances of passages in the translation which 
Appear Without the corresponding text in the original :—pp. 148, 208, 226. 

Rabbi Glick would have achieved his purpose far better had he chosen 
and closely followed the model for accuracy and style set by the late 
Rev. S. Singer in his translations of extracts from the Mishnah and 
Talmud in the “ Authorised Daily Prayer Book,” and if he had adopted 
mechanical aids for the help of students like those employed in W. O. E. 
Oesterley’s “ Pirke Aboth.” Nevertheless, Rabbi Gliek has ready a very 
powerful retort with which he can meet all critics. He has provided us 
With the first English translation of the “En Jacob,” and he is fully 
entitled to the homage which is due to the tirst mariner who risks his 
frail barque to the deep to mark the routes of the ocean. He has pro- 
duced a creditable first edition, and he can say to his critics, “Go thou 
and do better.” But those who make the attempt to improve on Rabbi 
Glick will be considerably aided in the performance of their task by his 
gallant pioneer effort. Let us therefore not withhold from him a generous 
meed of praise for his great courage in being the first to go over the top 
to face the fire of criticism in translating the“ En Jacob,” and in thus 
trying with partial success at least to extend the boundaries of Jewish 
lore presented in English dress. 

THE CHIEF RABBI and Dr. BUCHLER are anxious to further the 
publication of two standard works in Jewish scholarship. One is the 
first critical edition of the Midrash Rabba by Dr. J. Theodor. who has 
devoted a lifetime to this task; and the other is a Concordance of the 
Mishnah by a famous Jerusalem scholar. It is earnestly hoped that all 
friends of Jewish learning will help this work.

Rabbi Dr. H. Gollancz, preaching at the Bayswater Synagogue on 
Sabbath last, said : 

The world has been seething in the cauldron of sorrow and tribulation 
for the past five to six years; words will never be able to pourtray the 
darkness and gloom which have cnveloped the dwellings of men during 
that period. There is a side of the history of the times that will never 
be written, for the trials and martyrdoms of those years have been 
enacted in the secret corners of the universe, and will never be known. 
Time alone can te)! how long it will be before the world will resume its 
former conditions—however far from ideal or even satisfactory these may 
have been. 

One would have thought that now, active warfare having practically 
ceased in the areas in which hostilities were waged, a truce would have 
been proclaimed all round, at least to those who wished to settle down 
and.live in amity and goodwill with their neighboursin theland. Butno! 
A scapegoat has to be found for the horrors of the war, which would never 
have been allowed to ravage God's fair earth if the world had learnt the 
lessons of former wars. And no scapegoat is more easily available than 
the Jew. The Jew, having suffered in common with his fellow-citizens 
in the various countries of the world, would now dwell in peace, and settle 
down, to help lay the foundation of a new world after the desolation 
wrought in the old. But again he is denied this right and privilege. He 
is good enough to be enrolled in the hour of need as a fighting man; but 
when the need is over, he is of value only to be calumniated and charged 

“with heinous crimes, and his religion to be misrepresented and vilified. 

If, in one wretched country, a number of men (including such a8 were 
born Jews, but who by their professions and methods show themselves 
devoid of any religion whatsoever) give practical effect to a comparatively 
modern set of political and economic theories with a cruelty and ruthless- 
ness that any sane person wou'd condemn in the strongest terms—the 
Jew the world overis blamed, and held up to scorn and derision, and 
vengeance is practically, if not in so many words, vowed against the race. 
This, alas, has been his lot, more or less, throughout history. But we 
should have expected better treatment to-day. 

To the venom-tongued accuser of to-day, I would say :—Rather than 

stir up strife between those who profess the tenets of the daughter-religion, 
Jhristianity, and those who are descendants of the Jewish patriarchs of 
early history, bethink yoursclf of a better plan to save the world’s higher 
interests, to serve both Christianity and Judaism, and help them to work 
out their salvation. Be ashamed of your shortsightedness, if it be nothing 
worse! Why not join forces to combat those elements which prevent the 
reign of righteousness and justiceon carth? To have been effective, the 
war which has raged befoie our eyes must stamp out once and for all 
time the spirit of militarism and materialism from among men; but it 
would be a poor victory that we have gained if we stopped there, if we 
were not out for crushing also the doctrines of Atheism and Anarchism, 
which can only spell ruin and disaster, even in countries enjoying all the 
blessings earth can bestow. 

That State alone will be blessed which replaces militarism by 
internationalism, materialism by spirituality, atheism by the outlook 
afforded by religion, and anarchism by social order and equity. The true 
Jew will always be ready to take his full share in bringing about such a 
condi ion of things in tho land in which he lives. It was for these very 
principles—the foundation upon which his own polity rested tens of 
centuries ago--that his ancestors fought at the time of the Maccabees, 
whose glorious triumphs we again celebrate in the coming week ; and that 
same spirit animates us still. We feel, as did the prophet of old, that it 
is not by material strength nor by brutal force that we conquer in the 
conflicts of life. Itis by the pent-up energy of a people, repelled and 
repressed by every power on carth; itis by the spirit of endurance that 
they maintain their existence, and by their continued vitality prove them. 
selvcs the very witnesses of the All-enduring Being, whose name is 
Adonai, the Redeemer of Israel, the Father of mankind.

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JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 


DR. MAX NORDAU, 
VISIT TO LONDON. 


The arrangements for the visit of Dr. Max Nordau to England, 
given in the Stop Press edition of last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
were somewhat amended by reason of the fact that Dr. Nordau was 
unable to stay for some days in Paris as he had contemplated. He 
eonsequently arrived in England last Thursday evening, quite 
unexpectedly. 

As soon as his presence became known, he was greeted by many 
friends, who were delighted to have the privilege of meeting him 
once again after his long exile in Spain, and were gratified to note 
that he has retained all his remarkable youthfulness, despite the 
fact that he celebrated a little while ago his seventieth birthday. 
The veteran champion of our people's rights is full of all his old 
fire and energy. The tragedy of the last five years, and particularly 
the Jewish tragedy which has eventuated, has only confirmed him 
inthe warnings that he has uttered as the tribune of the Jewish 
people to Jewry ever since he became a leader in the Zionist 
movement, 

It is anticipated that Dr. Nordau will address one great meeting 
in London, but he necessarily must be spared from much exertion of 
the kind, and therefore cannot be expected to speak at a number of 
gatherings. No arrangement at the moment has been made for any 
meeting, but it is hoped that one will take place immediately prior 
to the departure of the delegates for the Conference at Basle next 
month, 

The Executive of the Zionist Organisation held a special meeting on 
Tuesday at the offices of the Organisation to greet Dr. Nordau. Dr. 
Schmarya Levin, who presided, accorded.to Dr. Nordau the heartiest 
welcome, and earnestly begged of him to give to the Executive his active 
help At this critical hour of the Jewish National Movement. 

In reply, Dr. Nordau said that all his powers were now, as ever, at the 
disposal of the leaders of the movemen% On matters of principle, there 
was of course no opposition anywhere throughout the Zionist ranks, since 
alisha ‘tes of Zionists were striving for the ultimate goal of Jewish 
Nationalism. It followed, as a matter of course, that everyone who was 
asked must help the leaders of the movement with all his powers, with 
what advice he could tender, with what work he could give, and, not 
least valuable, with such criticism as he might deem to be necessary. In 
the ultimate victory of Zionism, added Dr. Nordau, every Zionist preserves 
the fullest belief, and at this moment the Zionist leaders were justified in 
ilemanding the utmost from, as they were bound to demand the utmost 
for, the Jewish people.

NEW YORK ZIONISTS CELEBRATE DR. NORDAU'S 
SEVENTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 

The seventieth birthday of Dr. Max Nordau was celebrated by the New 
York Zionists at a mass meeting held on Thursday, November 27th, at 
the Washington Irving High School, New York. The meeting was held 
under the auspices of the Nordau Zionist Society, of which Dr. Nordau is 
Honorary President. About eight hundred of the leading and most active 
Zionists of New York were present. The meeting was opened by Mr. 
Samuel Blitz, Director of the New York Zionist Bureau, and a member of 
the Nordau Society. In his opening remarks, he expressed the satis- 
faction of the Nordau Zionist Society at the privilege extended it by the 
Zionists of America of arranging the only Nordau celebration held in the 
tinited States on a large scale. 

Prof. Richard Gottheil spoke at length of his many years’ acquaintance 
with Dr. Nordau, and of Dr. Nordau’s qualities. 

Dr. Stephen 8. Wise emphasised the greatness of Dr. Nordau as a 
Zionist leader. Hementioned that Dr. Nordan was very modest, was 
ever willing to be second in command, and to deny himself the honour 


of heing designated as the official leader. He was always busy wofking, . 


and had no time to call attention to himself and to his leadership. 

Other speakers were Messrs Jacob de Haas, Abraham Goldberg, 
Reuben Brainin, and Louis Lipsky. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, Mr. Samuel Caplan, the President of 

‘the Nordau Zionist Society, presented the following resolution : 

The Zionists of New York in meeting assembled to celebrate the seventieth 
anniversary of Dr. Max Nordau, send-their greetings to the Grand Old Master of 
the Ziomst Movement, and express their ardent hope that he may live to see his 
oar rejuvenated and settled upon the free soil of their National Homeland in 

’alestine. 


The resolution was unanimously adopted. 


ZIONISTS’ GIFT TO THE PRINCE OF WALES. 

Prior to his departure from New York, the Prince of Wales received 
on board H.M.5. “ Renown” a deputation from the Zionist Organisation 
of America. The deputation consisted of Judge Julian W. Mack, Presi- 
dent; Dr. Stephen 8. Wise, Vice-President; Mr. Jacob de Haas, Execu- 
tive Secretary ; and Alexander Sachs, Assistant Executive Secretary of 
the Orgenisation. | 

The deputation presented to the Prince a silver Menorah, studded 
with garnets in appreciation of the official declaration by the British 
Government of November 2nd, 1917. The Menorah is one of the first 

ieces of work executed at the Bezalel School of Arts and Crafts in 
erusalem, after the liberation of the city by General Allenby two years 
ago, during the Chanucah festival. 

In presenting the gift, Judge Mack said: Your Royal Highness: We 
have the very great honour to offer you the greetings of the Zionist 
Organisation of America, a large and representative body of American 
Jews. The mighty British Commonwealth, of which your most honoured 
father is the sovereign head, has stood out for some centuriesas the friend 
and protector of the Jewish people, a furtherance resting in part upon 
British devotion to the moral and spiritual ideals of the ancient Jewish 


' commonwealth, and in part upon the traditional British ee oe of 


the rights of smaller peoples. Jéws in our lend and in al Allied lands, 
were inexpressibly gladdened by the Balfour Declaration of November, 
1917. This delaration was shortly thereafter sealed by the deliver- 
ance of Judea from the yoke of Turkish misrule by the British 
armies under Sir Edmund Allenby, which included some of the bravest of 
young British Jews, as well as the Jewish Legion drawn in part from the 
Jewish youth of our own land. Under the rule of your most honorreu 
father, the British Empire has thus by the Balfour Declaration kindled 
the light of hope for multitudes of our people that walk in darkness. We 
have, therefore, ventured to believe that Your Royal Highness might be 
pleased to receive at our hands, speaking on behalf of the Zionist Organi- 
sation of America, under the honouring leadership of Justice Louis D. 
Brandeis of the United States Supreme Court, this Hebrew symbol! of 
light and hope, the Menorah, the first work of the Jewish craftsmen of 
Jerusalem after its redemption by Britain. May this symbol ever token 
the gratitude of the People of Israel to your Commonwealth and above all 
Israel's deep and unfeigned devotion to your.and your father’s house—for 
your own is the thrice royal and blessed lineage that does justice, loves 
mercy, and walks humbly before God ! 


CHANUCAH CELEBRATIONS. 


Under the combined auspices of the English Zionist Federation, 
the London Zionist Council and Junior Zionist Organisation, a 
Chanucah celebration for children was held at the Great Assembly 
Hall, Mile End, last Wednesday evening. Over 2,000 children were 
addressed by Dayan Lazarus on the significance of Chanucah. 
He said that the Holy Land had been in the hands of various peoples. 
No one would admit that the Holy Land really belonged to the Jewish 
people, until the British, in their great struggle for freedom, fought for 
Jewish freedom as Well, and restored Palestine to its rightful people 
once more, He emphasised the need of every Jewish boy and girl to try 
hard to become true, brave Chanucah Jews. Organ recitals of Mods Tsur 
and Hatikvah were given by Mr. 8. Alman. The Rev. A. Katz, assisted 
by the choir of the Great Synagogue, conducted the service. Lantern 
slides depicting scenes of Jewish life in Palestine were shown by Captain 
H. Wolfensohn. Every child received a bag of sweets. 

At the Zion Hall, on Tuesday evening, a Hebrew-speaking gathering 
to celebrate Chanucah was held. Mr. Leon Simon presided, and Mr. 
8. Pinsky was the principal speaker.

MEETING IN SOUTH LONDON. 
£1,000 PROMISED FOR RESTORATION FUND, 

The meeting organised by the Provision Committee of the South 
London Zionist Society, and held atthe Newington Public Hall, Walworth 
Road, on Sunday, was very successful. There was an audience of over 
three hundred representative Jews and Jewesses. This was the first 
Zionist meeting held in South London. 

The Rev. M. ROSENBAUM presided, and said that he felt that the 
Jewish residents in the neighbourhood were sympathetic to the Zionist 
ideals, and he trusted that all present would join the loca] Society. It 
was a coincidence that over twenty years ago, just before Chanucah, he 
had delivered an address on Zionism. He was prepared to do everything 
in his power to assist the Zionist Organisation in the constructive work 
they were now doing in Palestine, and he urged those present to contribute 
handsomely to the Erez Israel Kestoration Fund. 

Mr. 8. Lipton, Secretary of the Palestine Restoration Fund explained 
that it was at the initiative of Mr. B. Raingold and some ofthat gentle. 
man’s friends that a few days ago a provisional Committee lhad been 
formed and a Zionist Society established. He was pleased to see such a 
splendid gathering at the first meeting. Although theirs v-asthe youngest 
Zionist Society existing to-day, the meeting indicated excellent organisa- 
tion, and he hoped that they wonld set a good example to many an old- 
established society. 

The Rev. H. M. SEGAL, M.A., gave a report of the work carried out 
under the auspices of the Zionist Commission in Palestine. 

Dr. BAER EPSTEIN, speakingin Yiddish, made an appeal for support for 
the Zionist ideals and aims, and moved his audience greatly as he 
depicted the Jewish life in various European countries to-day and also 
the possibilities of a brighter future for them when we shall have con- 
structed our own home in Palestine. 

Mr. M. J. LANDA gave a description of the Jewish colonies in Pales- 
tine and the happy livés led by the Jewish colonists. He said that very 
shortly the Zionist Organisation would have Palestine slides and films, 
so that the Jewsin England would be able more readily to understand what 
was now going on in Eretz Israel. He wished to congratulate the Jews 
of South London for having organised so excellent a meeting. 

Mr. B. RAINGOLD, Chairman of the Provisional Committee, announced 
that a first general meeting of the Society would shortly be convened. 

A vote of thanks to the speakers was proposed by Mr. H. BERNHARDT 
COHEN (Warden of the Borough Synagogue), seconded by Mr. H. HARRIs 
(Past-President of the Order Siicld of David), and supported by the Rev. 
M. FRANKS. 

Mr; 8. LIPTON replied on behalf of the speakers and thanked Mr. 
Raingold and his Committee for having organised the meeting. 

A collection on behalf of the Eretz Israel Restoration Fund was then 
made. Mr. Kustow, on behalf of the Bermondsey and Rotherhithe Con- 
gregation, promised one hundred guineas, and about £200 in addition was 
collected in cash at the meeting. The Chairman announced that the 
Wandsworth and Balham Congregation had already collected over £100, 
and he felt that the total raised in South London would be at least £1,000 

Mr. D. Rose acted very successfully as chief steward at the meeting.

Competent bodies will now have full opportunity of 
exploring systematically these ancient sites, so intimately associated with the 
origins of the Jewish and Christian religions. It is evident that whether for pre- 
servation or for discovery, adequate precaution and preparation are indispensable. 
Yet, at the present time, Great Britain does not possess the number of trained 
arch@>logists of the younger generation necessary for this task ; and no instita- 
tion exists within these areas, such aw have long been established at Athens and 
at Rome, suitably organised to provide such training. With a view to remedying 
this defect, and to providing an adequate organisation on the a to respond to 
our obligations and opportunities of the future, the British Academy, at the 
invitation of and in conjanction with the Palestine Exploration fand, and with 
the concurrence of the Foreign Office, have appointe.l the present Committee for 
the purpose of establishing a permanent British Sshool of Archmology at 
Jerusalem. 
While the Palestine Exploration Fand wil! continue its work as before, the 
objects of the School will be:—1. To facilitate the researches of Scholars. 2. To 
rovide instraction and guidance for students. 3%. To .train Archmological 
ixcavators and Administrators. 4. The School will assist in every possible way 
the excavations and explorations of the Palestine Exploration Fand. Itmay from 
time to time undertake investigations on its own account, and such operations 
would be condacted in harmony with the work of the Palestine Exploration Fund. 
The scope of periods and subjects of study will be unrestricted, ranging from 
the Stone Age and the early civilisations of Amorites and Canaanites through all 
the history of Palestine and Syria Grae’, 7s 
Just as Palestine was in the past the meeting place of civilisations, so now 
the Committee aims at rendering the School a convenient starting poimt for 
students desiring to pursue paths further afield, Jerusalem will in future be 
an increasingly convenient centre from which to proceed to Sinai, Moab, 
Damascus, the Amorite and [littite Country of the North and eventually to 
Mesopotamia. To this end, branches of the School will be created as occasion 
may require and one at Baghdad is already in contemplation. A site for the 
building of the school in a very favourable position in Jerusalem has been 
previsionally secured. Meanwhile work will be begun in temporary quarters 
which the present Administration has undertaken to place at the disposal of the 
School. ith the object of expediting arrangements, the Committee have 
provisionally appointed Professor J. Garatang as Director. He has already 
visited Palestine, and, in view of his reports and of all the circumstances, the 
Committeo fee! it to be an urgent public duty to proceed actiyely with their 
rogramme. They, therefore, appeal confidently to the British Public for 
nancial support to make this possible.

Schiff, Mr. H. Sugarman (Manchester), Rabbis A. R. Charney (Birming- 
ham), and J. L. Astrinsky (Leeds), Messrs. H. Josselson, W. Paros, and 
Lazarus Cohen were appointed ag proxies. These gentlemen will also. 
attend the International Mizrachi Conference as delegates of the Mizrachi 
Centre or as proxies. Rabbi Dr. V. Schonfeld, as a member of the Actions 
Committee, and as acting Chairman of the inter-allied Mizrachi Bureau, 
will attend both conferences. :

‘T'o-day the whole 
English-speaking world was with them, and Great Britain, America, and the 
British Overseas Dominions were arrnyed to ser ‘uastice dow*> to them. Not 
only could they see a great_fulfilment of G ~'a will, (i> realisation of 
a great ideal, but both practical and political interests were served by 
it. Zionism had become a -great factor in practical politics. Palestine 
was a home of the Jewish pouve, guaranteed by all the Allies. There 
they proposed to carry into effect their great ideal in the ordinary every- 
day life of the people. There would be no sweating, no profiteering, no 
rich, no poor, but prosperity, contentment, and justice for all. “Sackfals 
of gold,”’ said Mr. Goldreich, ** have been brought to us by rich and poor, by men, 
women, and children.

An Appeal. 


From Mrs. M. MUNRO, Secretary, 69, Denison House, 295, Vauxhall

(To THE EDITOR) 

Srr,—The Invalid Children’s Aid Association has been helping 
invalid children in London, of every nationality and religion, for the past 
thirty years. At the present time some 25,000 children are being helped, 
either by treatmont in Nursing or Coavalescent Homes, by provisioa of 
surgical instruments or loan of spinal carriages. 

‘Many Jewish children requiring convalescence have passed through 
the hauds of the Association, aad, in close co-operation with the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, have been accommodated in Christian Homes, 
there being no suitable Jewish Homes available. 

At present approximately 450 beds are required for Jewish boys and 
girls, up to fourteen years of age, suffering from phthisis, surgical 
tuberculosis, heart disease, anwmia, or debility. 

The majority of these require prolonged treatment ia carefully 
selected seaside or country homes, the tuberculous cases being kept 
entirely separated from those saffering from other diseases. It does 
seem essential that such children should be placed in Homes, run on 
Jewish lines, at this mest important stage of their development, and at 
the present time no such Homes are available. The Executive Com. 
mittee of the Invalid Children’s Aid Association, who kn rw the generosity 
of the Jewish Community, would like to add their plea for a liberal 
response to this appeal for Jowish Homes for Jewish Children, 


Jews and Civilisation of the Middle Ages. 


ADDRESS BY HAHAM DR. GASTER. 


A large audience assembled in the main hall of the Oddfellows Halls to 
hear an address, given under the auspices of the Edinburgh Jewigh Literary 
Society, by Haham Dr. M. Gaster, on “ The Jews and the Civilisation of the 
Middle Ages.” Mr Ase. Puittirs, President of the Society, presided, and 
in the course of his introduction said that Dr. Gaster came to them on that 
occassion not as Chief Rabbi of the Spanish and Portugese Congregations of 
the British Empire. They regretted that. he was not, but rather for the 
Community's ike than for his own. What they had respected had becn 
something higher than the office. It wasthe man. His long record of publie 
service had only bound him closer to them, and as for office, he had reached 
a stage in distinction and scholarship when office and even everything must 
seem to him futile and meaningless with the reservation of his desire to work 
for the benefit of the people, whose welfare was so sacred to him, and for 
humanity at largo. 

Dr. Gaster received an enthusiastic ovation on rising. Inthe course of an 
eloquent address he pointed out the marked and abiding influence which 
Jewish thinkers, “scientists, astronomers, mathematicians, and theologians 
exercised upon the nations, and the service which they rendered to civilization 
by acting as the intermediaries between the East and the West, between the 
lands of the Islam and Christian countries, by upholding the principles of free 
thought and unrestrained research, as compared with the stagnation that the 
Church and its representatives exercised on the minds of medieval Europe. 
Tracing the activity of the forernost reformers and discoverers of the Middle 
Ages, he shewed how behind every new idea and every rebellion against the 
prejudices of the time there was a Jewish mind striving after light, and how 
the close communication between the Jews and the world in the Hebrow 
language helped to spread the ideas which formed the foundation of modern 
civilization and determined the destinies of nations. He demonstrated 
how often historians distorted the true facts when they dwe!t on such vices 
as usury being confined to the Jews in medieval times, while more often 
than not it was the monks in the cloisters who were the real usurers and the 
real gainers from those transactions. True civilization, Dr. Caster maintained, 
could not be gauged by the signs of material prosperity end by the comfort 
and ease with which people lived their lives. For nothing could excel the 
material pleasure and luxury which characterised the life of the peoplo in 
ancient Rome or Greece: and yot it was that very lowe of pleasure and 
luxury that brought about the destruction of those ancient peoples. The 
standard of all true civilization was love of justice, righteousness, truth, 
obedience to the Divine Law, and the striving for the reelization of the 
Jewish idéal of the brotherhood of man. Dr. Caster uttered an indignant 
protest against the attempt made by modern writers, in The Times, Morning 
Post, and other papers, to describe Jews as the enemies of law and order 
and destroyers of the fabric of civilization in the Continent of Europe. No 


calumny was baser and no slander was meaner than the accusation levelled . 


against the Jewish people of fostering a feeling of revenze im trying to increase 
the suffering of the nations. In an eloquent peroration Dr. Gaster appealed te 
the Jews in this country to be true to themselves, to remain loyal to their 
brethren, to abandon the distinction between foreign Jew and British Jew, 
and to work with united energy and force for the redemption of Israel and the 
improvement of the lot of humanity. 

Rabbi Dr. Satis Darcues, who proposed a vote of thanies to Dr. Gaster, 
leaded for a greater interest in Jewish affairs and the desire for a greatet 
nowledge of Jewish history on the part of the Jewish people. 

Mr. E. H. Forst seconded the vote, which was supported by Mr. 5. 8, 

Stungo, J.P., and Mr. J. Grant (Editor of Glad Tidengs). 


The Agudah Centre of the United Kingdom. 


FORMATION OF A NORTH LONDON BRANCH, 
{COMMUNICATED, } 

A public meeting, which was at the same time the inaugural mecting 
of the North London Agudah, was held on Saturday at the North London 
Jewish Club, 249a, Amhurst Road. 

Rabbi RABBINOVITCH, who was in the Chair, in a short address, 
dwelt on the aims and objects ofsthe Agudah World Organisation, founded 
in 1912 at Kattowitz, viz., “To solve in accordance with the teaching 
of the Torah, the probicms which arise from time to time in the life of 
Israel, both in Galuth and the Holy Land.” Agudah activity in Engiand, 
which had somewhat relaxed during the war, had shown very cncourag- 
ing signs of a vigorous resurrection. It was the duty of Orthodoxy te 
unite and to take an active part in the reconstruction of the Jewish Com- 
munities in this country. It was self-evident that the Agudah would de 
its utmost for Palestine. He hoped that the Jewish traditional rights 
would be safeguarded there. 

Mr. M. Juna, LL.B., Hon. Secretary, emphasised the pressing need 
of an independent organisation of Orthodox Jews. The Agudah would 
naturally support the reconstruction of Palestine, “ Yishuf Eretz Yisroel,* 
on the basis of the Torah, but they must not shut their eyes to the over- 
powering importance of the Galuth. Palestine at present could be a place 
of refuge for but a few thousand, and the millions of our people would 
have to remain in the countries of their birth. Orthodox Jews in pre-war 
times had sent about five million francs annually for the upkeep of educa- 
tional and charitable institutions in Palestine, a sam equal to the “ Jewish 
National Fund” raised in more than twenty years. ‘There were too many 
associations in this country with practically the same object... Why not 
unite into one all-compromising organisation? The Agudah had more 
than a million organised members all over the world, and Was growing 
every day.

EGYPTIAN AND ORIENTAL SOCIETY. 
A meeting of the Seciety was held on Monday week, at the Univer” 
sity. Professor Maurice A. Carney, presided. The President expressed 
the deep sympathy of the members with the relatives of the late Dr. 
Berlin. The Society had the privilege of hearing Dr. Berlin, and 

mourned in him a scholar, a kindly friend, and a man of great charm. 
Dr. Yahuda, Professor of Jewish History and Literature at the 
University of Madrid, delivered a lecture on “Moorish Monuments in 
Medimwval Spain.” He said in his opening passages: The rule of the Arabs, 
which extended over the whole Iberian peninsula, was animated by a 
desire to treat all races and religions with equal tolerance. And thus 


' opened out a new vista of culture so that all talents .could grow 


unhampered. The Arabs thrust out the earliest cultures, the best 
elements of this people coming from the Orient, and settling principally 
in Cordova and Seville. The 9th and 10th centuries presented an era of 
intensive creative work, and was the period when the spiritual treasuries 
of the Greeks, Buddhists, Jews, and Christians were being unearthed. In 
Bagdad, during the Abbaside dynasty, there was a great literary revival, 
which exercised an immense influerice upon Spain. After giving details 
of the monuments in Spain, chiefly at Cordova and Seville, Dr. Yahuda 
concluded: The achievements of the Arabs of the Middie Ages and their 
merits are now judged solely from the standpoint of the general culture 
of mankind with no relation to religion and race. Humanity stands high 
above race and class conflicts. ‘There aro the rays of a glorious dawn 
now in the Orient and signs of a revival. Arabic nations are now freed 
from the yoke of the oppressor, and new life and activities have sprung 
up. He hoped that the peoples of the East would rightly gragp the signifi. 
cance of the present time, and that they would be guided by Great 
Britain till after a space they would build up a wonderful future, and 
once again it might be universally admitted that there was no truer 
saying than ez orientea luz. 

A vote of thanks to the lecturer was proposed by Mr.J. A. Hamwee, 
seconded by Mr. H. Farbridge, and carried with great applause.

that are being made against the Jews in this country and abroad, and 
proceeds :— 


Have the churches no responsibility in this matter? Can they sit idly by 
and allow the sacrifice of the flower of this nation to result only in the flourish- 
ing of the noxious weeds of mediwval bigotry, cruelty, and superstition. I can- 
not believe that my colleagues of other denominations, with whom I have 
esteemed itan honour and a privilege to work for so many years, will kee 
silence and not protest with the utmost vehemence against an outburst of all 
that is worst in the nature of man.

The chairman 
dwelt on the deplorable state in which about three thousand human 
beings found themselves. How long would the poor women and children 
suffer the great distress which had overtaken them since their husbands 
had left them and went to Russia in answer to the cal) of their country to 

rform military duties. Money mustimmediately be found to save them, 
Dut more than money was required to force the British Government to 
allow the husbands to return to their wives and children. Asan English- 
man who had done everything possible for his country, he said that the 
Government had broken their pledge. They had given these men the 
choice to serve in England or to serve in Russia, and since they had chosen 
the latter they had done their duty as well as if they had-chosen the 
former course. The Home Secretary had, however, promised to consider 


every case on its merits, and whenever possible the men would be allowed 
to re-enter Eng'and. 

Dr. D. JOCHELMAN expressed regret that the hall was filled only by 
their poorer brethren, while the rich kept away. When, some twelve 
years ago, he came to Manchester to debate publicly with Dr. Weisman, 
there were crowded audiences, but when there was a question of nelpings 
of giving immediate succour, the wealthier men were not there. e 
proposed the establishment of a local Committee, which would have to 
find thousands of pounds. 

Rabbi I. J. Yorrey and Mr. SusMAN (London) also spoke.

(To THE EDITOR.) 

SiR,—May I, through the medium of your valuable paper, point out 
how matters stand at present with reference to the above. The so-called 
Conjoint Relief Fund, which was under the auspices of the Glasgow 
Jewish Representative Council, has for some time ceased to exist. The 
only organisation which is doing anything at present for our poor and 
persecuted brethren in Eastern Europe is the Agudath Yisroel, by 
collecting clothing. 

Here and there some congregations or private individuals are raising 
mouey, which is sent to the Head Office in London; but, as a whole, 
Glasgow is not organised, and collections are consequently few and far 
between. In comparison with other towns, Glasgow is making but a poor 
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show, and is not doing its duty atatime when assistance is of the utmost 
importance. 

Several weeks ago a private conference was called to consider matters, 
and out of fifty persons invited only six put in an appearance. 

A public meeting was next called, and again the attendance was 
disgraceful. I then, although overwhelmed with communal work, 
accepted the post of Organising Convener, in order to try and put the Fund 
on a proper basis. . 

The Fund is now being formed, and I trust that the Jewish community 
of Glastow will remedy their negligence by giving their wholehearted 
support. 

The persecuted brethren of Ukraine, Poland, Lithuania, etc., have a 
moral claim on every Jew, which he has no right to ignure. Is Glasgow 
Jewry going to respond to their claim ina proper manner, or will it let 
their pitiful appeals fall on deaf ears?

It is indead always difficult to criticise Mr. Lamond, and in the case of his 
recital on Saturday last, at the Queen's Hall, it is doubly so, as his whole pro- 
gramme was devoted to Beethoven, of whose works he is the greatest living 
interpreter. Thus, all we can say is, that his playing fully justified the really 
tremendous reputation which he holds as anartist. If there is any choice to be 
made in his playing of a programme which included the * Moonlight” and 
Waldstein”’ sonatas, it was, perhaps, in the © minor Sonata Op. that Mr. 
Lamond achieved the most supreme success. There is something wistful and 
mathetic in this work; but it is the pathos of a great mind which prophetically 
oresees the early end that so often awaits genius. Mr. Lamond, in his 
profound sympathy with his subject, conveyed this with all the beauty of 
expression of which only Beethoven is capable. I, 

With the end of thie week comes a lull in the concert season, and no 
doubt in anticipation of this the audiences at the verious recitals heave been 
both numerous and appreciative. One of the most enjoyable was the sonata 
recital given on Thursday week at the Wigmore Hell by Mr. Ivor James 
and Mr. Harold Semuel.

In the evening, at the Wigmore Hall, a pienoforte recital wes given 
by a new-comer to London, Mr Bryden Monteith, He is well-known in 
Scottish musical circles, and created « very favourable impression here by 
his reading of two of the “ Forty-Eight Proludes end Fugues’ (Bach). 
Schumann's Soneta in G minor was also played with good finish and mobility 
of tone, end smaller works of Debussy and Ravel received ideal interpretation 
by reeson of his lightness of touch end bribience of cxceution. 

Another young pienist of promise was heerd on Friday afternoon in the 
person of Miss Margaret Tilly. Othor pianists of the week enclude Vladimir 
Cernikoif, Norman Wilks, Rephecl Menasce, William Murdoch, Ivan Philo- 
powsky, and Adela Verne.

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


I expect very many of you were proud to 
Notice in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE that 
“Young Israel” was given pride of place in a 
leading article, and that the special feature of 
our page (I-beg pardon—two pages last week), 
was commented upon by the Editor. I am not 
so vain as to dream the dream of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE one day becoming the adults’ supple- 
ment of “ Young Israel,” but it is gratifying none 
the less to notice how important we are becoming. 


A MEMORIAL. 


It was appropriate that the leading article 
which thus drew attention to “Young Israel” 
should have referred, in connection with 
Chanucah, to a very big movement which is 
engaging many earnest minds in the Community 
just now—I mean the Jewish War Memorial. I 
should like to say a word or two about it, because 
I think it interests the young people of the Com- 
munity just as much as the,older members. I 
believe that most of the readers of “ Young 
Israel "—certainly all the members of the League 
~—know and love their religion. Perhaps they do 
not know it as fully as they might, but stil! are 
deeply attached toit. Unfortunately, there are 
thousands of Jewish children growing up who 
know nothing of their religion, know nothing of 
the glorious history of their people, its wonderful 
literature, its fine traditions. There are others 
who are insufficiently and badly taught. 


THE SOLDIER IN A FIX. 


It was a.common experience, I am told, for 
Jewish soldiers to be asked by their Christian 
comrades concerning their religion and having to 
confess that they knew next to nothing about it. 
They were probably very ashamed of themselves, 
and many of them, I have nodoubt, made up their 
minds to repair the failing when they got back. 
I wonder how many of you, if you were asked 
“Who was Maimonides?” could give an account 
of the life and work of the great Jewish teacher 
of the Middle Ages. So some of the leaders of 
the community have come together and have 
resolved that, if possible, this ignorance shall be 
replaced by knowledge, that no Jewish child shall 


grow up without religious education, without a 
grounding in all that is best and finest in Jewish 
history and literature. 


THE SHAMMAS LIGHT. 


You know that onthe Menorah, the Chanucah 
lamp, there is a special candle which is used for 
lighting all the others. Itis popula:ly known as 
the Shammas. Just asthe beadle gets to syna- 
gogue first to prepare the building for public 
worship, so the Shammas light is lit first so that 
it may kindle all the others. Now, if there is to 
be good Jewish teaching there must be good 
Jewish teachers, so one of the first objects of the 
Jewish War Memorial Scheme is to train teachers, 
and a fine college is to be endowed where Rabbis, 
ministers, and teachers may be trained to spread . 
the light of Jewish knowledge throughout the 
community. Then the scheme aims at paying 
them well, so that the best men available may 
come forward for this sacred work, and it will 
see to it that the best text-books and cquipment 
are provided, so that nothing shall be lacking to 
make the teaching effective. 


FOR THE GLORIOUS DEAD... 


This great scheme is to be in memory of the 
fallen heroes of our race. Itis fitting that their 
sacrifice should be commemorated by an 
endeavour to make the lives of those that come 
after them fuller, richer, and deeper. This 
scheme is for Young Israel, and we welcome it.
